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Lead  in  Calcium  Phosphate,

T  T  appears  desirable  that  attention  should  be  called  to 
J.  the  amounts  of  lead  which  are  to  be  found  at  the 
present  time  in  calcium  phosphate,  sold  as  B.P.  During 
the  last  six  months  thirty  samples  from  practically  every 
available  source  of  supply  examined  in  this  laboratory 
contained  the  following  amounts  of  lead  : 

Fourteen  samples  contained  from  0  to  20  parts  per 
million. 

Six  samples  contained  from  40  to  100  parts  per  million. 
Two  samples  contained  130  and  150  parts  per  million. 
One  sample  contained  350  parts  per  million. 

In  seven  cases  a  large  excess  of  lead  "was  present,  which 
was  not  estimated.  Thus,  in  sixteen  out  of  thirty 
samples  the  lead  "was  in  excess  of  20  parts  per  million, 
which  I'  consider  to  be  a  fair  limit  for  this  chemical. 

Calcium  phosphate  is  not  mentioned  among  the  tests 
for  lead  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Reference  in 
Pharmacy,  presumably  on  account  of  the  absence  of  a 
satisfactory  method  of  estimation,  and  not  because  there 
is  any  reason  for  allowing  the  presence  of  lead.  It  may 
therefore  be  of  interest  to  give  the  method  which  has  been 
used  in  the  present  instance  : 

Two  grams  of  calcium  phosphate  is  dissolved  in  10  c.c.  of 
■dilute  hydrochloric  acid  (B.P.)  and  filtered,  if  necessary.  A 
dilute  solution  of  ammonia  (5  c.c.  of  ammonia  solution,  sp. 
gr.  0.891,  diluted  to  100  c.c.)  is  then  added  gradually  until 
the  precipitate  which  forms  is  only  just  redissolved  after 
standing  for  one  minute.  After  dilution  to  50  c.c.,  5  c.c. 
of  hydrogen-sulphide  solution  is  added.  A  control  is  pre- 
pared in  a  similar  way  by  dissolving  1  gram  of  calcium 
phosphate  in  5  c.c.  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 

The  colour  produced  should  not  be  deeper  than  that 
formed  by  the  addition  of  2  c.c.  of  dilute  lead  solution 
(1  c.c.  =  0.00001  Pb)  to  the  control,  showing  that  the  lead 
present,  does  not  exceed  20  parts  per  million. 

It  is  not  advisable  to  use  a  larger  amount  of  calcium 
phosphate,  as  a  different  shade  of  colour  is  liable  to  be 
obtained,  which  is  not  easy  to  compare. 

The  process  has  been  tested  with  known  amounts  of 
lead  added  to  calcium  phosphate  free  from  lead,  and  has 
given  satisfactory  results.  No  colour  is  given  by  iron  in 
these  conditions. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  estimate  the  lead  by  boiling 
with  acetic  acid,  filtering,  and  estimating  the  lead  in  the 
filtrate,  but  it  was  found  that  only  a  very  small  propor- 
tion was  obtained.  In  one  case  100  parts  of  lead  per 
million  were  added  to  calcium  phosphate  free  from  lead, 
but  only  5  parts  were  found  in  the  filtrate. 


Geranyl-glucoside. 


IT  is  a  well-known  fact  that  when  emulsin  is  injected 
into  animals  glycuronates  of  terpene  alcohols  are 
formed.  Bourquelot  and  Bridel  ("Jour,  de  Phar.  et  de 
Chim.,"  1913,  204)  have  used  emulsin  in  the  laboratory 
for  the  synthesis  of  the  glucosides  of  terpene  alcohols. 
Fischer  and  Michael  succeeded  in  obtaining  the 
,3-glucoside  of  geraniol  two  years  ago  by  treating  geraniol 
with  aceto-bromoglucose  in  the  presence  of  silver  oxide, 
then  saponifying  the  tetra-acetyl-geranyl-glucoside. 
Bourquelot  and  Bridel  have  now  prepared  this  glucoside 
by  a  much  simpler  method.  To  500  grams  of  geraniol 
saturated  with  water  5  grams  of  glucose  was  added,  and 
the  whole  well  shaken  until  the  glucose  was  practically 
all  dissolved.  Three  grams  of  emulsin  was  then  added, 
and  the  mixture  left  in  a  heating  chamber  at  33°  C, 
shaking  from  time  to  time.  After  two  months  a  portion 
was  filtered  and  well  shaken  with  distilled  water.  The 
water  was  extracted  with  ether  to  remove  traces  of 
geraniol,  when  it  was  found  to  contain  a  small  amount  of 
the  ^-glucoside.  Acetone  is  a  useful  solvent  to  employ 
for  the  reaction,  since  it  dissolves  both  geraniol  and 
glucose.    The  glucoside  is  purified  by  solution  in  acetic 


ether,  driving  off  the  ether,  redissolving  in  water,  ex- 
tracting the  last  traces  of  geraniol  with  ether,  and  finally 
evaporating  the  water.  It  is  a  hard  amorphous  sub- 
stance which  could  not  be  obtained  in  a  crystalline  con- 
dition. It  is  laevorotatoiy,  —  25°  49'  in  a  concentration  of 
1.6344  gram  per  100  c.c.  These  data  show  that  the  product 
was  impure,  as  Fischer  and  Helferich  showed  that  the 
rotation  is  — 37.67°.  It  was  free  from  glucose,  as  it  did 
not  reduce  Fehling's  solution.  The  glucoside  is  precipi- 
tated by  subacetate  of  lead,  and  is  hydrolysed  by  emulsin 
with  the  formation  of  geraniol. 

This  easy  synthesis  of  geranyl-glucoside  caused  the 
authors  to  think  that  geraniol  in  Nature  might  react 
with  emulsin  or  some  similar  ferment,  and  that  the 
glucoside  formed  might  be  found  in  plants  yielding 
geraniol.  They  therefore  made  an  investigation  of  the 
citronella  grass  and  the  leaves  of  Pelargonium  odoratis- 
simum.  The  results  in  the  former  case  were  negative, 
but  as  the  grass  arrived  from  the  East  in  a  nearly  dried 
condition  the  experiments  are  inconclusive,  and  will  be 
repeated  on  fresh  grass.  In  the  case  of  the  geranium- 
leaves,  however,  the  /3-glucoside  of  geraniol  was  found  to 
be  present.  This  is  the  first  example  of  a  glucoside  of  a 
primary  alcohol  being  found  in  the  vegetable  kingdom. 


Peppermint  Oil 

From  the  German  Colonies. 


THOMS,  who  has  previously  reported  on  the  initial 
experiments  undertaken  in  certain  of  the  German 
colonies  with  the  Japanese  peppermint  plant,  has  now 
published  a  further  report  dealing  with  the  latest  de- 
velopments. At  Dahlem,  near  Berlin,  the  first  cutting 
last  year  took  place  on  July  17,  and  yielded  0.74  per 
cent,  of  oil.  A  second  cutting  took  place  on  August  10, 
when  0.624  per  cent,  was  obtained.  Both  cultures  were 
experimental,  and  only  small  quantities  were  available. 
The  oils  had  the  following  characters,  which  are  con- 
trasted with  the  oil  obtained  in  the  summer  of  1911  :

cent.,  or  calculating  to  the  whole  herb,  a  yield  of 
0.866  per  cent,  was  obtained.    The  two  oils  were  very

Mr.  Harries  referred  to  correspondence  which  had 
passed  between  him  and  the  Incorporated  Dental  Society, 
and  on  his  visit  to  the  headquarters  of  that  Society, 
when  it  was  arranged  with  Mr.  Butterfield,  the  Secre- 
tary, for  a  deputation,  consisting  of  Mr.  Tasker  and 
himself,  to  meet  the  I.D.S.  Council  at  the  Dental  Exhibi- 
tion. Matters  of  mutual  interest  had  then  been  inform- 
ally discussed,  in  the  hope  that  joint  action  might  be 
taken  concerning  dental  legislation.

Brevities.

It  is  believed  that  there  are  at  least  fifty  cases  of 
pellagra  in  England.  "The  Lancet"  of  September  6 
contains  a  paper  on  the  subject. 

The  Herts  County  Council  on  September  1  issued 
notice  of  their  intention  to  make  an-  order  for  chemists  at 
Bushey  to  close  each  Wednesday  at  1  p.m. 

Mr.  Thomas  Marns,  pharmacist,  Shirley,  Southampton, 
on  September  3  won  a  handsome  prize  in  a  bowling  com- 
petition held  by  the  Shirley  Bowling  Club. 

A  bronze  statue  of  the  late  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond,  the  world- 
famed  chemist,  will  be  unveiled  on  Saturday  at  Winning- 
ton  Hall,  Northwich,  by  Sir  John  T.  Brunner,  Bart. 

The  Somerset  County  Council  is  insisting  that  some 
chemists  in  the  county  who  use  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  arms  on  their  shop  stationery  should  take  out 
armorial  bearings  licences. 

A  fire  on  September  5  in  the  basement  below  the 
pharmacy  of  Messrs.  Hodgson  &  Hepworth.  Ltd., 
chemists,  44  St.  Sepulchre  Gate,  Doncaster,  was  due  to 
some  methylated  spirit  being  ignited  by  a  lighted  match 
thrown  on  the  floor  by  an  employee.  The  outbreak  was 
subdued  before  serious  damage  had  been  done. 

Special  courses  in  subjects  for  pharmaceutical  students 
have  been  arranged  at  the  following  schools  in  the  Stoke- 
on-Trent  district  :  Burslem  Wedgwood  Institute,  Hanley 
Technical  School,  and  Longton  Sutherland  Institute. 
The  fee  for  the  Preliminary  examination  course  is 
6s.  6c?.,  and  for  the  Minor  or  Major  course  (chemistry, 
botany,  and  physics)  is  10s.  6c/. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Hendry  has  resigned  his  appointment  as 
district  medical  officer  for  the  Poplar  Union  (C.  <£•  D., 
August  30,  index  folio  348).  In  his  letter  of  resignation 
Dr.  Hendry  stated  that  there  was  not  the  slightest  justi- 
fication for  the  allegations  which  had  been  preferred 
against  him,  and  he  ventured  to  predict  that  time  would 
serve  to  show  that  he  had  been,  and  is,  the  victim  of 
a  cruel  conspiracy. 

The  inquiry  on  September  9  at  West  Ham  Coroner's 
Court  into  the  death  of  John  William  Thornton  (39), 
drug-store  manager,  46  Upton  Lane,  Forest  Gate,  London, 
E.,  showed  that  deceased  collapsed  in  the  street  just 
before  midnight  on  September  4,  when  going  to  post  some 
letters.  Death  was  due  to  heart-failure  from  bronchitis 
and  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  and  a  verdict  of  death 
from  natural  causes  was  returned. 

The  Apollinaris  and  Bovril  Swimming  Clubs  are  hold- 
ing an  aquatic  gala  at  Holborn  Baths,  Broad  Street, 
London,  W.C.,  on  September  20,"  commencing  at  7.30  p.m., 
when  teams  from  the  Bovril  and  Apollinaris  Swimming 
Clubs  will  compete  for  the  challenge  cup  presented  by  Mr.

New  Source  of  Motor-spirit. 

In  the  course,  of  the  past  few  weeks,  says  "  The  Times  " 
the  Petrol  Substitutes  Joint  Committee,  which  is  com- 
posed of  representatives  from  the  Royal  Automobile 
Club,  the  Automobile  Association  and  Motor  Union, 
and  the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders, 
has  discovered  a  process,  by  means  of  which  it  is  hoped 
that  fully  40,000,000  gals,  of  British  motor-spirit  will  be 
available  annually,  without  further  depletion  of  the 
country's  mineral  resources.

Excellent  results,  the  com- 
mittee state,  have  been  obtained  from  a  small  demonstra- 
tion plant,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  the  full- 
sized  commercial  plant  now  in  course  of  building  will  be 
equally  successful.

The  silver  cup  pre- 
sented to  the  Society  by  Mr.  Henry  S.  Wellcome  as  a  trophy 
to  be  awarded  annually  and  held  for  a  year  by  the  member 
scoring  the  highest  aggregate  of  points  in  a  season,  was 
won  by  Mr.  John  T.  Blackmail,  and  was  duly  handed  to 
him  by  Mr.  Pearson,  who  stated  that  a  small  replica  would 
be  given  to  each  winner  for  a  permanent  record  of  his 
success.

The  photographic  trade  in  Birmingham  during  the 
extraordinarily  favourable  summer  season  has  been  good 
and  profitable ;  even  the  opticians  have  during  the  past 
few  weeks  entered  the  tide  of  prosperity  in  this  line. 

West  Bromwich  pharmacists  are  experiencing  much 
difficulty  in  getting  errand-boys.  Works  and  factories 
offer  better  terms  and  shorter  hours.  Nor  is  there  any 
great  rush  of  youths  desirous  of  learning  the  drug  busi- 
ness. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  British 
Association  has  arranged  a  dinner  for  Saturday,  Sep- 
tember 13,  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Birmingham,  to  which 
local  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  have 
been  invited. 

An  address  engrossed  ore  vellum  and  suitably  framed, 
signed  by  the  Bishops  of  Birmingham,  Oxford,  Man- 
chester, and  Truro,  and  by  the  Archdeacon  of  Birming- 
ham, has  been  presented  to  Mr.  Alexander  M.  Chance, 
F.C.S.,  for  services  rendered  during  the  past  ten  years 
in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrews,  Bordesley.  Mr.  Chance 
has  left  Birmingham,  and  gone  to  reside  at  Torquay. 

Liverpool  Notes. 

An  official  is  at  present  visiting  the  pharmacies  in  the 
city  and  surrounding  district  on  behalf  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  certificate  of 
the  qualified  person  in  charge  is  prominently  displayed. 
Amongst  his  first  calls  was  one  upon  a  divisional  secretary 
of  the  Society,  who,  not  liking  the  official's  modus 
operandi,  gave  him  a  very  warm  reception. 

Mr.  Harold  Lomax,  Secretary  of  the  Business  Com- 
mittee of  the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association,  in  a  letter 
to  a  local  newspaper,  replies  to  last  week's  article  on  the 
shortage  of  chemists'  assistants,  pointing  out  that  the 
pharmacist  is  loaded  with  responsibility  by  the 
State,  but  the  State  does  not  protect  him.  He 
gives  as  a  reason  for  the  dearth  of  apprentices 
the  fact  that  the  gilded  youth  of  the  present 
generation  simply  will  not  work  long  hours'.  A  local  high- 
class  chemist  obtained  three  applicants  following  his  ad- 
vertisement for  an  apprentice,  and  these  were  frightened 
off  when  they  ascertained  the  working  hours.    A  Liver- 


pool firm  of  wholesale  druggists  received  105  applications 
for  the  position  of  office-boy.  Yet  employment  as  a 
chemist's  assistant  leads  to  an  honourable  calling  and  the 
latter  to  a  cul  de  sac. 

Islington  Guardians'  Drug-contract. 

The  "Islington  Gazette"  of  September  8  contains  a 
report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Islington  Board  of  Guardians 
held  on  August  28,  at  which  the  following  letter  from 
Messrs.  Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  read  : 

"  Our  tender  for  your  drug  contract  for  the  year  ending 
March  1914  was  accepted  in  April  last,  and  we  are  surprised 
therefore  that  we  have  received  no  official  intimation  that 
further  quotations  for  products  specifically  mentioned  in  our 
prices  current,  and  included  therefore  in  our  contract,  were 
wanted,  and  that  they  have  been  obtained,  if  our  trade 
paper  is  correct,  from  another  firm  without  reference  being 
made  to  us. 

"  Doubtless  your  Board,  in  deciding  to  use  physiologically 
standardised  and  concentrated  tinctures,  etc.,  is  acting  on 
the  advice  of  your  officers,  and  possibly  of  the  member  of 
Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son's  staff  on  your  Board,  but  we 
certainly  feel  that  in  addition  to  your  action  in  asking  for 
quotations  for  lines  already  quoted  for  and  accepted,  being 
— as  far  as  our  knowledge  goes — unprecedented,  we  have 
scarcely  been  treated  with  the  courtesy  usual  among  busi- 
ness men. 

"  The  question  of  finance  and  the  possibility  of  reducing 
expenditure,  we  know,  occupies  the  6erious  attention  of 
Boards  of  Guardians,  and  as  your  drug  contractors  we  are 
always  willing  to  attend  a  Board  meeting,  if  so  desired, 
when  a  matter  affecting  economy  in  the  drug-supply  is  to 
be  discussed ;  but  we  must  formally  protest  against  the 
course  you  have  adopted,  as  unfair  to  us  as  contractors, 
and  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  are  ready  to  quote  a  special 
price  for  any  line  required  in  quantity  on  being  favoured 
with  your  inquiry,  and  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  in 
regard  to  this  matter." 

Mr.  Pettet  explained  that  the  matter  had  been  referred 
to  a  special  committee,  adding  that  a  member  of  the 
Board  had  violated  a  contract,  and  the  matter  had  passed 
through  the  Board  without  them  knowing  it.  He  asked 
the  Board  to  absolve  them  from  the  matter  of  breaking 
the  contract.  Subsequently  Mr.  W.  B.  Parker  (Chairman, 
of  the  Stores  and  Contract  Committee)  stated,  in  respect- 
to  the  order  in  question  being  given  to  Messrs.  Hewlett, 
that  he  received  word  from  the  Chairman  not  to  move  the 
resolution  referring  to  the  order.  Acting  on  the  Chair-: 
man's  suggestion,  he  went  to  the  committee  and  told  them 
that  they  would  get  into  trouble  over  the  matter,  and 
would  not  move  the  resolution.  The  man  who  engineered 
the  whole  business,  he  said,  was  a  traveller  of  Messrs. 
Hewlett.  Notwithstanding  his  (Mr.  Parker's)  refusal  to 
move  the  resolution,  the  committee  passed  it  and  the  order 
was  given.  After  further  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the 
order  to  Messrs.  Hewlett  be  suspended.  Our  contem- 
porary appends  to  the  report  a  letter  from  Mr.  P.  F. 
Wilton,  in  the  course  of  which  he  says  : 

-  The  facts  briefly  are  these  :  Soon  after  joining  the  Board 
I  informed  the  Stores  and  Contract  Committee  (of  which 
Mr  W  B.  Parker  is  chairman)  that  I  was  connected  with, 
a  large  firm  of  wholesale  druggists,  and  that  my  experience 
convinced  me  that  a  great  saving  could  be  effected  by  using 
concentrated  tinctures,  instead  of  those  of  British  Pharma- 
copoeia strength.  I  estimated  that  the  saving  to  the  rate- 
pavers  would  have  been  anything  from  200/.  to  300/.  a  year 
by"  using  these  preparations,  which  are  quite  as  effective 
therapeutically.  .  .  .  Our  present  contractors  do  not  list 
standardised  concentrated  tinctures  so  the  committee 
decided  to  ask  three  firms  who  specialise  in  these  particular 
preparations  to  tender  for  the  supply.  The  firm  with  which 
I  am  connected  was  one  of  these,  and,  their  tender  being 
the  lowest,  the  committee  gave  them  the  contract  for  six 
months.  I  may  say  that  this  contract,  which  would  have 
been  for  the  paltry'  sum  of  50/.  a  year  at  the  most,  would 
not  have  put  a  pennv  in  my  pocket.  My  firm  is  one  of  the 
largest  and  best  in  England,  doing  a  very  large  business 
in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  would  not  thank  me  to  use 
my  position  as  a  public  representative  to  get  them  business. 
They  were  awarded  one  of  the  three  gold  medals  for  phar- 
maceutical preparations  at  the  International  Medical  Con- 
gress only  a  month  back,  and  do  not  need,  as  has  been 
suggested,  to  encourage  their  representatives  to  give  up 
their  leisure  to  Poor-Law  work  with  the  idea  of  obtaining 
2SI.  worth  of  business  for  them.  I  was  quite  open  and 
candid  in  the  matter,  and  never  made  any  secret  of  the 
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fact  that  I  was  employed  by  this  particular  firm.  ...  I 
should  like  to  mention  that  the  Board  are  quite  within 
their  rights  to  enter  into  a  supplementary  contract  to  pur- 
chase drugs,  although  they  may  have  a  contract  to  pur- 
chase from  a  particular  firm,  so  that  all  Mr.  Pettet's  wild 
talk  about  'violating  a  contract'  is  as  absurd  as  it  is 
untrue  and  unfair.  I  repeat  that  my  whole  conduct  has 
been  absolutely  open  and  above-board." 

The  report  has  the  distinction  of  double-leaded  type, 
like  the  editorial  articles,  but  this  may  be  accident 
rather  than  design. 

Manchester  Notes. 

The  Stretford  Urban  Council  has  made  an  order 
exempting  chemists  from  the  obligation  to  close  their  shops 
one  half-day  in  each  week. 

Robert  Brown,  employed  by  Francis  Robinson, 
16  Cathedral  Street,  Manchester,  has  been  granted  a 
licence  to  sell  agri-horticultural  poisons. 

A  party  of  eighteen  members  of  the  local  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  gathered  at  Glossop,  on  August  31 
for  the  walk  over  Kinderscout.  Setting  out  towards  Hay- 
fleld,  the  party  left  the  main  road  about  1  p.m.,  and 
partook  of  lunch,  resting  on  the  turf  with  heather  in  full 
bloom  all  around.  The  company  was  then  photographed, 
and  afterwards  had  a  seven  miles  ramble  along  William 
Clough,  over  Ashop  Head  (1,761  ft.),  and  down  Ashop 
Clough.  The  Snake  Inn  on  the  Sheffield  high  road  was 
reached  about  4  p.m.,  and  here  an  excellent  tea  was  served. 
The  remaining  seven  or  eight  miles  to  Glossop  'Station  was 
walked  just  in  time  to  catch  the  train  back.  A  walk 
through  the  Goyt  Valley  has  been  arranged  for  Sunday, 
September  28.

The 
tender  of  Corbyn,  Stacey  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  was  accepted. 

Merthyr  Guardians.— At  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Guardians  the  Sanatorium  Committee 
reported  having  received  the  following  tenders 
for  providing  a  dispensing-cabinet  at  the  Pontsarn 
Sanatorium:  Summer  &  Co.,  Liverpool,  31?.  10s.;  R.  R. 
Davis,  chemist,  Merthyr,  32Z. ;  H.  Lloyd,  chemist, 
Merthyr,  33?.  The  committee  recommended  that  the 
Board  accept  the  tender  of  Mr.  R.  R.  Davis.  In  answer- 
to  a  query  why  the  lowest  tender  was  not  accepted,  it 
was  stated  that  Mr.  Davis  would  deliver  the  cabinet  at 
the  sanatorium,  whereas  Messrs.  Summer  &  Co.  would 
deliver  at  the  station,  and  the  cost  would  be  about  the 
same.  It  was  added  :  "The  other  is  a  local  tender,  and 
there  is  an  atom  of  sentiment  still  left  in  the  minds  of 
some  members  of  the  Board."  The  committee's  recom- 
mendation was  adopted. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

The  Bristol  analyst  examined  sixteen  drug-samples  last 
quarter,  and  certified  all  as  correct. 

In  _  Sheffield  last  quarter  thirteen  drug  samples  were 
examined  and  reported  as  unadulterated. 

The  3,009  samples  examined  in  Manchester  last  year 
included  108  of  drugs.    All  the  latter  were  genuine. 

The  Paddington  analyst  certified  as  genuine  all  the 
twelve  drug-samples  purchased  for  analysis  last  year. 

Three  samples  each  of  olive  oil  and  camphorated  oil 
were  analysed  in  Hackney  last  quarter  and  found  to  be 
genuine. 

In  St.  Pancras  twenty-nine  samples  were  purchased  in 
1912  from  chemists  and  vendors  of  drugs.  None  of  these 
were  reported  against. 

The  Marylebone  medical  officer,  in  his  annual  report, 
states  that  thirty-six  samples  of  drugs  analysed  in  1912 
wvere  certified  as  genuine. 


In  Bermondsey  last  year  1,175  samples  were  taken  for 
analysis,  including  seventeen  samples  of  drugs.  All  the 
latter  were  certified  as  genuine. 

In  Westminster  during  1912  thirty-five  samples  of  olive 
oil,  twenty-eight  of  camphorated  oil,  and  nine  of  powdered 
rhubarb  were  submitted  for  analysis.  All  were  genuine 
except  a  camphorated-oil  sample  7  per  cent,  deficient  in 
camphor.  The  summons  against  the  vendor  of  the  latter 
was  withdrawn  on  payment  of  1?.  Is.  costs. 

From  Various  Courts. 

At  Doucaster,  Alfred  Marshall,  gashtter,  was  committed 
to  the  Quarter  Sessions,  bail  being  allowed,  on  a  charge  of 
having  maliciously  caused  phosphorus  paste  to  be  taken  by 
George  Brigg  and  others  "  with  intent  to  annoy." 

At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  London,  on  Septem- 
ber 10,  James  Griffiths  (16),  porter,  was  acquitted  of 
having  stolen  a  parcel  of  goods,  the  property  of  his  em- 
ployers, Messrs.  R.  Hovenden  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  City  Road, 
London,  E.C. 

At  Nantwich,  on  September  4,  Albert  Ernest  Thomas 
was  sentenced  to  four  months'  imprisonment  with  hard 
labour  for  obtaining  5s.  2d.  by  false  pretences,  from  Mr. 
H.  S.  Young,  chemist  and  druggist,  52  High  Street, 
Nantwich  (C.  <L-  D.,  September  6^  index  folio  380). 

At  the  Croydon  Police-court  on  September  5,  Horatio 
Franklin  Sparling,  optician,  Northcote  Road,  Selhurst, 
was  fined  5?.  5.?.,  with  4?.  14s.  6<7.  costs,  for  pretending  to 
be  a  doctor  and  using  the  title  of  doctor  without  being 
a  registered  medical  practitioner.  The  Medical  Defence 
Union  prosecuted,  the  case  being  the  sequel  to  an  inquest 
held  on  a  child  he  had  treated  (C.  <£•  D.,  August  30,  index 
folio  349).

Brevities. 

Scarlet  fever  is  so  epidemic  in  Arbroath  at  present  that 
the  hospital  is  crowded  with  scarlet-fever  patients,  there 
being  ninety-eight  cases,  or  double  the  number  for  which 
the  hospital  was  constructed. 

The  message-boy  difficulty  seems  to  be  more  acute  in 
Dundee  at  present  than  ever  before.  During  the  school 
holidays  many  boys  offer  their  services  in  this  capacity, 
but  with  the  reopening  of  the  schools  that  ceases.  Many 
chemists  are  driven  to  engage  boys,  or  even  girls,  for 
messages  after  school  hours  and  on  Saturdays,  for  which 
the  remuneration  is  3s.  or  4s.  a  week.  Apprentices  are 
just  as  scarce. 

Edinburgh. 

The  Pharmacy  Athletic  Football  Club  will  play  their 
first  match  of  the  season  on  Wednesday,  September  24. 

Photographic  goods  are  having  the  final  spurt  of  a 
record  season.    After  next  Monday  comes  hibernati(»n. 

Literary  societies  are  already  approaching  local  phar- 
maceutical lecturers,  of  whom  there  are  several,  to  secure 
dates  for  the  forthcoming  session. 

A  fair  proportion  of  city  pharmacies  will,  as  usual,  be 
closed  all  day  on  the  autumn  holiday,  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 15,  and  most  of  the  Leith  chemists,  it  is  expected, 
will  also  take  the  holiday. 

Glasgow  and  the  "West. 

The  Glasgow  Corporation  intimate  that  they  propose 
to  make  an  order  under  the  Shops  Act,  1912.  fixing  the 
date  of  the  weekly  half-holiday  for  chemists  as  Tuesday  or, 
at  the  option  of  the  shopkeeper,  Saturday. 

The  Cadder  Parish  Council  has,  in  consequence  of  repre- 
sentations from  the  Local  Government  Board  for  Scotland, 
revised  the  salary  of  the  medical  officer  for  the  Western 
division  so  as  to  be  exclusive  of  medicines. 

The  Motherwell  Town  Council  is  taking  steps  to  have 
chemists  and  druggists  included  in  a  closing  order, 
although  they  had  been  formerly  exempted.  [By  Sec- 
tion 5  (4)  nothing  in  such  order  can  apply  to  the  exempted 
parts  of  a  chemist's  business. — Editor  C.  <£•  D.]

FRENCH  NEWS. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


The  Death  is  announced  at  St.  Palais-sur-Mer,  ChaTente 
Infeneure,  France,  of  Dr.  Alexander  Collie,  who  grad- 
uated at  Aberdeen  University  in  1863.  For  the  last 
twenty  years  he  had  resided 'in  France,  before  which  he 
was  house  surgeon  at  Aberdeen  Infirmary,  and  assistant 
medical  superintendent  of  the  Eoyal  Infirmary,  Dundee. 

Fluorine  in  the  Organisms.— M.  Armand  Gautier  has 
studied  with  M.  Clausmann  the  question  of  the  presence 
of  fluorine  in  the  human  and  animal  organisms.  He  re- 
ported the  results  of  his  investigations  to  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  giving  the  percentage  of  fluorine  and  of 
phosphorus.  The  investigators  are  inclined  to  believe 
that  fluorine  accompanies  phosphorus  according  to  some 
fixed  though  not  yet  ascertained  rule.  So  far,  only  one 
thing  can  be  said— that  fluorine  attracts  phosphorus. 

A  Midwife's  Medicines. — A  domiciliary  visit  having 
been  made  by  the  local  police  to  the  dwelling  of  Mme. 
"Valhn,  midwife,  of  Saulnes  (Meurthe-et-Moselle),  a 
respectable  stock  of  medicaments  was  discovered,  not 
only  purgative  teas  and  laxative  pills,  but  cordial  wines, 
pectoral  and  anti-scorbutic  syrups.  The  Briey  Police 
Court  declined  to  find  the  defendant  guilty  o'f  illegal 
practice  of  pharmacy,  basing  its  decision  on  the  clause 
of  the  Law  of  Germinal  which  authorises  "  officiers  de 
sante  "  to  stock  medicaments  in  villages  where  no  phar- 
macy exists.  The  Court  of  Appeal  of  Nancy,  however, 
has  just  reversed  this  judgment,  holding  that  a  sage- 
femme  is  not,  like  a  "  officier  de  sante,"  allowed  to  carry 
on  a  general  medical  practice,  and  fined  Mme.  Vallin  20/. 

Mosquito  Notes.— Dr.  Cabanes,  the  versatile  writer 
on  medical  themes,  contributed  to  a  Parisian  daily 
(during  the  recent  heat-wave)  an  article  on  mosquitoes 
and  mosquito-bites.  He  incidentally  alludes  to  the  aver- 
sion mosquitoes  are  supposed  to  feel  for  certain  plants, 
without  vouching  for  the  accuracy  of  the  assertion,  and 
concludes  with  a  reference  to  popular  antidotes.  As  pre- 
ventives, he  mentions  ammonia,  tincture  of  iodine  (or 
solution  of  iodine  in  acetone),  1  per  cent,  solution  of 
guaiacol,  carbolised  glycerin,  and  quassia  infusion 
(1  in  20).  As  a  ready  remedy  for  those  already  bitten, 
he  recommends  a  little  cigar  or  cigarette  ash  made  into 
a  paste  with  water.  The  salts  of  potash  and  soda  con- 
tained in  the  ash  probably  explain  "the  efficacy  of  this 
formula  which  has  at  least  the  merit  of  simplicity/' 


Cocaine-smuggling.— The  "Times"  correspondent  at 
Calcutta,  telegraphing  on  September  7,  reports  :  The 
High  Court  has  dismissed  the  appeal  of  a  European 
against  a  sentence  of  three  months'  imprisonment  for 
smuggling  cocaine.  The  prosecution  produced  a  remark- 
able letter  which  had  been  intercepted  in  the  post.  It 
was  addressed  by  the  accused  to  a  London  firm,  and  sug- 
gested the  abandonment  of  the  shipment  of  cocaine  in  old 
clothing,  and  its  exportation  in  quinine  cases  instead". 

Provincial  Hospital  Pharmacopeias.—"  Medical  men 
often  cling  tenaciously  to  a  formula  that  worked  well  in 
their  hands  during  their  interne  days,  and  it  is  therefore 
a  bit  of  wisdom  on  the  part  of  dispensers  to  supply  them- 
selves with  hospital  formularies.  While  the  number  of 
doctors  practising  in  this  country  who  have  seen  service  in 
British  hospitals  is  comparatively  email,  yet  the  importance 
that  attaches  to  some  of  the  preparations  specialised  in 
those  institutions  assures  the  usefulness  of  this  compilation 
of  formulas.  It  also  has  a  potential  usefulness  in  the  hands 
of  the  pharmacist,  who  has  learned  that  it  is  advisable  to 
suggest  to  his  prescriber  friends  means  of  exhibiting  par- 
ticular medicaments."—  Druggists'  Circular.

The  Commonwealth. 

Mrs.  Winslow's  Soothing  Syrup. — The  notification  of 
February  28,  1912,  prohibiting  the  advertising  and  sale  of 
"  Mrs.  Winslow's  Soothing  Syrup  "  has  been  revoked  by 
notice  from  the  Chief  Secretary's  Office,  Sydney,  which 
was  gazetted  on  July  23. 
New  South  Wales. 

"  John  Strange  Winter  Venture." — In  the  Jury 
Court,  Sydney,  on  July  8,  an  action  was  brought  by  Mary 
Elizabeth  Gold,  who  claimed  1,000/.  damages  from 
Hutchinson  &  Co.,  Ltd.  Plaintiff  averred  that  defendant 
company,  by  an  agreement  dated  April  5,  1910,  promised 
to  use  its  best  endeavours  to  float  and  register  a  company., 
with  a  nominal  capital  of  not  less  than  6,000/.,  and  having 
a  working  capital  of  not  less  than  2,000/.  cash,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  acquiring  from  the  plaintiff  and  the  defendant 
company  the  property  jointly  owned  by  them,  and  known 
as  the  "John  Strange  Winter  Venture."  The  defence 
was  that  there  was  a  substituted  agreement,  in  which  the 
condition  as  to  2,000/.  working  capital  was  omitted. 
Thomas  Hutchinson,  managing  director  of  the  company, 
in  the  course  of  his  evidence,  stated  that  he  suggested 
that  a  company  should  be  formed,  and  that  Mrs.  Gold 
should  have  an  interest  in  the  form  of  shares.  This  was 
agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Russell  drew  up  an  agreement,  which 
was  submitted  to  Mr.  Gold.  An  agreement  of  August  30, 
1910,  was  subsequently  executed.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  for  the  defendant. 

New  Zealand. 

The  Cultivation  of  Peppermint  as  a  possible  industry 
is  discussed  in  the  New  Zealand  "Journal  of  Agricul- 
ture "  for  July,  the  editor  stating  that  many  parts  of  New 
Zealand  provide  an  admirable  environment  for  the  pro- 
duction of  herbs,  such  as  peppermint,  lavender,  rosemary, 
etc.  For  the  benefit  of  prospective  growers,  particulars 
have  been  supplied  of  peppermint  cultivation  by  a  Surrey 
grower,  whose  last  crop  of  20  acres  yielded  422  lb. 
of  oil,  and  at  27s.  per  lb.  brought  him  in  569/.  14.s.,  his 
expenses  amounting  to  178/.  18.s.  4(/.,  the  biggest  items 
being  hoeing  40/.,  harvesting  50/.,  and  distilling  60/. 

Victoria. 

Fungicides  Bill. — A  Bill  to  be  cited  as  the  Fungicides 
Act,  1913,  was  introduced  into  the  Legislative  Council  on 
July  8  to  regulate  the  sale  of  fungicides,  insecticides, 
vermin-destroyers,  weed-destroyers,  "  and  for  other  pur- 
poses." A  new  definition  of  "vermin"  is  introduced — 
viz.,  vermin-destroyer  of  rabbits,  rodents,  dingoes,  foxes, 
or  other  noxious  animals  or  noxious  birds.  This 
does  not  affect  the  definition  under  the  Vermin 
Destruction  Act,  which  controls  the  Poisons  Act. 
The  Bill  gives  the  Governor-in-Council  power  to 
prescribe  a  standard  for  any  articles  included  in 
the  Bill,  fixing  the  constituents  therein  and  their  propor- 
tions and  chemical  or  physical  conditions ;  labels ;  and 
"  any  of  such  matters."  Any  substance  may  be  prohibited 
from  forming  a  constituent  of  fungicides,  etc.  Power  is 
also  provided  for  labelling,  invoicing,  analysis  of  samples, 
and  forms  to  be  used  in  connection  with  the  Act. 
Western  Australia. 

Proprietary  Medicines  Regulations. — The  "  Govern- 
ment Gazette  "  of  Western  Australia  contains  a  report 
dated  July  16,  1913,  from  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Health  under  the  provisions  of  the  Health  Act  of  1911, 
and  publishes  with  the  approval  of  the  Hon.  Minister  an 
alleged  analysis  of  Morse's  Indian  Root  Pills,  and  a  long- 
and  acrimonious  condemnation  of  the  pills  based  on  this 
analysis.  These  are  reprinted  in  "  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  of  Australasia  "  for  August  1,  and  are  merely 
mentioned  here  as  an  indication  of  the  manner  in  which 
the  officials  might  have  used  regulations  that  have  beer, 
revoked  none  too  soon.

The  Union. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. — It  is  notified  by  pro- 
clamation of  the  Governor-General  in  the  Government 
"'Gazette"  of  August  15,  that  "The  Sale  of  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1890  "  (Cape),  shall  from  August  4,  1913,  have 
effect  of  law  in  the  Transkei,  Tembuland,  Griqualand 
East,  Port  St.  Johns,  Pondoland,  and  Walfisch  Bay. 

Transvaal. 

Hypnotic  Drugs.— The  Governor-General  has  ap- 
proved, under  the  provisions  of  Section  42  of  the  Medical 
.and  Pharmacy  Act,  1891  (Gape),  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions adopted  by  the  Colonial  Medical  Council  : 

"  (1)  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  the  following 
.articles  should  be  declared  poisons  within  the  meaning  of 
Division  II.  of  the  Third  Schedule  of  Act  No.  7  of  1899  : 
Diethyl-barbituric  acid  and   any  other   alkyl,  aryl,  or 
metallic  derivatives  of  barbituric  acid,  whether  described 
as  veronal,  proponal,  medinal,   or  by  any  other  trade 
name,  mark,  or  designation,  and  all  poisonous  urethanes 
and  ureides. 

"(2)  That  to  the  words  '  sulphonal '  and  '  trional '  in 
Division  II.  of  the  Third  Schedule  of  Act  No.  7  of  1899 
should  be  added  the  description  '  whether  known  as  such  or 
*by  any  other  trade  name,  mark,  or  designation.'  " 

Shop  Hours  Act.— The  Select  Committee  appointed 
•to  take  evidence  and  make  recommendations  regarding 
the  Shop  Hours  Ordinance  for  the  Transvaal  has  done  a 
■considerable  amount  of  good  work  in  recent  weeks,  and 
has  heard  a  very  great  deal  of  conflicting  evidence, 
though,  strangely  enough,  the  evidence  tendered  by  the 
•shop-assistants'  organisations  and  by  the  large  'store- 
keepers themselves  on  the  Rand  and  in  Pretoria  has  been 
similar.  In  both  of  these  instances  the  feeling  has  been 
general  that  there  is  no  need  for  any  extension  of  the 
present  hours  of  opening,  and  it  will  probably  be  found 
that  the  Committee  will  reduce  the  hours  of  closing 
from  seven  o'clock  to  six  o'clock.  The  working  hours 
will  be  restricted  to  forty-eight  per  week,  or,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  representations  of  the  Johannesburg  assis- 
tants, fifty-four  hours  inclusive  of  meal-times.  Chemists' 
and  hairdressers'  hours  of  closing  will  be  amended  to 
seven  o'clock,  and  it  is  possible  that  tobacconists  will  be 
brought  into  line  with  these.  The  Committee  is  in  favour 
of  the  clerical  staffs  in  shops,  stores,  and  other  business 
places  being  included  under  the  regulations  applicable 
to  shop  assistants. 


9    P.A.T.A.  ol  South  Africa. 

The  first  annual  report,  which  we  have  received,  gives 
full  details  of  the  steps  which  led  to  the  formation  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  of  South  Africa 
in  August  1912.  and  the  substantial  progress  that  has  since 
been  made.  Much  of  the  ground  covered  by  the  report 
has  already  been  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  A  full  list  of  the 
firms  joining  the  three  branches  (manufacturers,  whole- 
sale dealers,  and  retail  vendors)  is  given,  together 
with  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  cf  the  secretaries 
of  local  committees.  About  five  thousand  retail  price- 
lists  have  been  posted  gratis  to  chemists  and  general 
storekeepers  throughout  South  Africa,  and  it  was  decided 
that  after  August  20  any  dealer  found  selling  "pro- 
tected" articles  at  less  than  the  minimum  prices  laid  down 
by  the  Association  will  be  placed  on  the  "stop  list," 
and  all  members  notified  that  they  must  refrain  from  sup- 
plying the  "cutter"  with  any  protected  lines.  The  Council 
decided  to  vigorously  enforce  these  rules,  irrespective  of 
persons.  The  minimum  rates  of  profits  on  proprietary 
articles  to  the  whoiesalers  were  fixed  at  15  per  cent,  on  cost, 
and  to  retailers  a  minimum  profit  of  at  least  25  per  cent' 
on  return  (this  is  equal  to  a  profit  of  33i  per  cent,  on  the 
price  at  which  the  retailer  purchases  from  the  wholesaler). 
For  foods,  etc..  to  the  wholesaler,  a  minimum  of  10  per  cent 
on  cost  was  fixed,  and  a  minimum  of  15  per  cent,  to  the 
-retailer.  The  minimum  prices  mentioned  in  the  Associa- 
tion s  price-list  are  subject  to  certain  discounts  and  bonuses 


As  regards  finance,  the  only  income  which  the  Council  has 
had  to  work  upon  has  been  subscriptions  from  members. 
The  subscriptions  at  Cape  Town  have  amounted  to,  roughly, 
150/.  One  of  the  important  matters  to  be  discussed  at  the 
annual  meeting  is  the  advisability  of  appointing  a  per- 
manent whole-time  Secretary,  who  would  tour  South  Africa, 
hold  meetings,  interview  dealers,  and  generally  place  the 
Association  on  a  firm  and  definite  basis.  It  will  be  quite 
impossible  to  do  this,  however,  unless  each  of  the  local 
committees  guarantees  a  considerable  sum  towards  the 
salary  and  expenses.  It  has  recently  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Council  that  the  English  P.A.T.A.  have  some- 
thing in  the  nature  of  a  sliding  scale  of  minimum  profits 
for  articles  which  have  a  large  sale.  At  the  present  time 
all  articles  "protected."  in  South  Africa  must  show  the 
minimum  rates  of  profit,  but  the  matter  has  been  placed 
upon  the  agenda  for  the  annual  meeting.  Some  members 
of  the  trade  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  to  have 
an  article  "protected"  even  at  a  low  rate  of  profit;  the 
seller  is  thereby  assured  that  a  competitor  is  not  selling  the 
same  article  at  even  a  lower  rate.  The  report  gives  details 
of  the  "cutting"  of  Colgate's  goods  by  Cape  Town  draoerv 
houses.  During  the  year  two  members  of  the  Council  have 
toured  South  Africa,  touching  at  all  the  principal  centres, 
and  endeavouring  to  foster  the  "P.A.T.A."  interests.  In 
looking  back  over  the  past  year,  the  Council  recognises  that 
much  work  might,  have  been  accomplished  had  the  Associa- 
tion had  a  permanent  staff  and  a  large  income,  but  they 
feel  that  they  have  now  initiated  the  future  of  a  ?trong 
organisation.  They  appeal  for  support  to  every  chemist 
and  general  dealer  throughout  the  sub-Continent,  and  feel 
sure  that  if  this  is  granted  the  trades  represented  by  the 
P.A.T.A.  will  have  a  bright  and  prosperous  future. 


OUR  AMERICAN  LETTER. 

(Special  Correspondence  to  the  "  C.  &  D.") 


Druggists'  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Companies  have 
proved  a  big  success  in  Iowa,  North  Dakota,  and  South 
Dakota.  They  have  been  able  to  save  the  insured  from 
25  to  40  per  cent,  cf  the  premiums  charged  by  the  old  line 
companies. 

The  Tariff  Bill  passed  the  Senate  on  September  9  by  a. 
majority  of  seven  (44  to  37).  The  Bill  will  now  go  to  the 
House  of  Representatives  for  agreement  with  the  changes 
made  in  the  Senate.  It  is  expected  to  receive  the  President's 
signature  early  in  October. 

Fake  Medicines  continue  to  receive  attention  at  the 
hands  of  Federal  and  State  chemists.  Professor  E.  F.  Ladd, 
Commissioner  of  Foods  and  Drugs  for  the  State  of  North 
Dakota,  enumerated  a  long  list  of  remedies,  beverages,  and 
foods  in  a  recent  address  before  the  Iowa  State  Pharma- 
ceutical Association. 

N.A.R.D.— The  Convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Retail  Druggists  was  held  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  beginning 
on  Tuesday,  August  26.  More  than  1,200  delegates  were 
present.  Mr.  Henry  W.  Merritt  (Plains,  Pa.,  Pres  dent), 
in  the  course  of  his  address,  pleaded  for  the  maintenance 
of  retail  prices  and  against  cut  rates  in  drugs.  Most  of 
the  reports  submitted  were  satisfactory. 

Blindness  Due  to  Wood  Spirit  was  until  recently 
scoffed  at,  even  by  people  with  a  scientific  education.  In 
New  York  a  Committee  on  the  Prevention  of  Blindness  is 
doing  good  work  in  teaching  the  masses  that  the  drinking 
of  wood  spirit  causes  loss  of  sight.  Numerous  cases  of 
blindness  have  been  traced  to  the  use  of  the  spirit  in  hair 
washes  and  tonics,  particularly  the  cheaper  goods  put  up 
for  the  barbers'  trade. 

Grape-juice  is  now  being  prepared  on  a  big  scale  in 
many  immense  plants  in  the  United  States.  It  is  served 
on  ice  at  every  soda-fountain,  and  since  W.  J.  Bryan,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  offered  it  at  the  farewell  banquet  to  past- 
Ambassador  James  Bryce,  in  lieu  of  wine,  its  popularity 
has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds.  It  is  best  served  by 
two-thirds  filling  a  glass  with  cracked  ice,  then  filling  up 
with  grape-juice.  In  this  way  it  makes  a  refreshing,  thirsf- 
quenching  drink,  harmless  even  to  children. 

The  Alarming:  Increase  in  Popularity  of  per- 
chloride  of  mercury  tablets  in  the  United  States  has  been 
attended  by  a  heavy  crop  of  fatalities.  In  most  cases  thev 
have  been  mistaken  for  cold  or  headache  tablets,  and  taken 
as  such.  Although  some  manufacturers  colour  the  tablet* 
and  put  them  out  in  the  form  of  clover-leaves,  diamond 
discs,  and  other  distinctive  shapes,  there  seems  to  be  no 
diminution  in  the  number  of  poisoning  case6  from  these 
tablets.  A  further  cause  for  alarm  lies  in  the  fact  that 
the  tablets  are  also  used  for  race-suicide  purposes.

TRADE  LAW. 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre.— At  Grimsby  on  August  29, 
Edwin  Wright,  grocer's  manager,  Convamore  Road,  was 
ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of  a  summons  for  selling  sweet 
nitre  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite.  He  said  that  he  only  sold 
about  an  ounce  of  it  a  year,  and  promised  to  stop  stocking  it. 

Heavy  Magnesia.— At  Brough  Police  Court  on  Septem- 
ber 6,  John  W.  Simpson,  grocer,  North  Cave,  was  fined 
10s.,  and  costs,  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  for 
selling  citro-tartrate  of  soda  for  heavy  magnesia.  It  was 
stated  for  the  defendant  that  he  did  not  know  what  heavy 
magnesia  was,  and  he  thought  he  6old  citrate  of  magnesia. 

Sbops  Act,  1912.— At  Colchester  on  September  6, 
Walter  Porter,  grocer,  Brightlingsea,  was  summoned  for 
failing  to  clo.se  his  shop  at  1  P.M.  on  Thursday,  July  24. 
He  pleaded  not  guilty  on  the  ground  that  the  transaction 
upon  which  the  case  was  based  (sale  of  a  bottle  of  jam)  was 
a  wholesale  one.  The  purchaser  stated  that  she  wanted 
the  jam  for  some  boys,  and  as  defendant  dared  not  sell  it 
retail,  lie  instructed  his  man  to  sell  it  at  a  wholesale 
price.    The  Bench  imposed  a  fine  of  5s.,  with  costs. 

Paregoric.— At  Grimsby  on  August  29,  William  Dawes, 
grocer.  167  Wellington  Street,  was  summoned  under 
Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1875.  for 
selling  paregoric  which  the  public  analyst  certified  to  be 
a  substitute.  When  the  sample  was  bought  the  vendor  said 
she  had  forgotten  to  put  on  the  bottle  a  label  provided 
by  the  wholesalers,  which  described  the  article  as  "  Pare- 
goric Elixir."  The  Stipendiary  Magistrate  said  the  offence 
was  not  putting  this  label  on  it.  Paregoric  contains  a  small 
quantity  of  opium,  and  the  article  sold  did  not.  Upon 
defendant  undertaking  to  sell  no  more  cf  it  the  case  was 
dismissed.

6  per 
cent,  cumulative  preference  shares  at  21s.  each  will  be 
issued  immediately,  but  will  be  confined  to  existing  share- 
holders in  Crosfield  &  Sons  and  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  and 
to  the  customers  of  Crosfield  &  Sons.  Messrs.  Brunner, 
Mond  &  Co.  own  all  the  ordinary  shares  of  Crosfield  &  Sons, 
and  they  intend  to  take  all  the  shares  of  the  new  issue 
not  otherwise  applied  for.

'•  The  announcement  that  St.  Jacobs  Oil,  Ltd.,  has  decided 
to  wind-up  adds  yet  another  to  the  fairly  long  list  of 
patent  medicines  which  have  been  failures  as  joint  stock 
companies.  St.  Jacobs  Oil  .  .  .  was  floated  here  in  1901 
with  a  capital  of  100,000/.,  and  the  accounts  for  the  first 
period  of  operations,  covering  the  eighteen  months  to  Sep- 
tember 30,  1902,  resulted  in  a  loss  of  9,600/.,  though  the  pro- 
spectus forecasted  an  average  profit  of  13,000/.  By  the 
end  of  1907-8  there  was  an  accumulated  debit  balance  of 
30,600/..  which  was  cancelled  in  1909  through  a  reconstruc- 
tion of  capital,  which  reduced  the  total  paid  up  from 
87,100/.  to  16,400/.  No  dividend  was  ever  paid  by  the  public 
company,  but  latterly  the  concern  has  been  a  private  com- 
pany, and  the  accounts  have  not  been  published. — A  meet- 
ing of  creditors  will  be  held  at  80  Coleman  Street,  London, 
E.C.  011  September  15,  at  neon.

Nutura  non  vincitur  nisi  parcndo. 

Synopsis  of  the  Presidential  Address  delivered  by  Sir  Oliver 
Lodge  to  tlic  British  Association  in  Centra/  Hall,  Cor- 
poration Street,  Birmingham ,  on  Wednesday  evening 
September  10. 


SIR  WILLIAM  HENRY  WHITE,  K.C.B.,  F.R.S.,  the 
eminent  naval  constructor,  was  the  man  chosen  to 
be  President  of  the  British  Association  this  year.  Owing 
to  his  death,  Sir  Oliver  Joseph  Lodge,  F.R.S.,  D.Sc, 

Principal  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Birmingham, 
was  elected  President.  He 
is  a  Staffordshire  man,  and 
after  his  education  at 
Newport  (Salop)  Grammar 
School,  came  up  to 
London,  studying  at  Uni- 
versity College,  and 
graduating  in  Science  at 
the  London  University. 
He  was  Professor  of 
Physics  at  University 
College,  Liverpool,  from 
1881  to  1900,  when  he 
went  to  Birmingham.  He 
is  the  author  of  many 
treatises  on  the  physical 
science,  besides  "  Life  and 
Matter,"  "  The  Ether  of 
Space,"  "  Parent  and 
Child,"  "Reason  and  Be- 
lief," and  educational  works.  He  has  a  family  of  six  sons 
and  six  daughters,  and  is  a  member  of  three  golf-clubs. 


Sin  Oliver  Lodgk. 


For  the  benefit  of  the  Press  and  readers  generally,  Sir 
Oliver  supplies  the  following  summary  of  the  argument  of 
his  address  : 

A  marked  feature  of  the  present  scientific  era  is  the 
discovery  of,  and  interest  in,  various  kinds  of  Atomism; 
so  thai  Continuity  seems  in  danger  of  being  lost  sight  of. 

Another  tendency  is  toward  comprehensive  negative 
generalisations  from  a  limited  point  of  view. 

Another  is  to  take  refuge  in  rather  vague  forms  of  state- 
ment, and  to  shrink  from  closer  examination  of  the  puzzling 
and  the  obscure. 

Another  is  to  deny  the  existence  of  anything  which  makes 
no  appeal  to  organs  of  sense,  and  no  ready  response  to 
laboratory  experiment. 

Against  these  tendencies  the  author  contends.  He  urges 
a  belief  in  ultimate  continuity  as  essential  to  science;  he 
regards  scientific  concentration  as  an  inadequate  basis  for 
philosophic  generalisation;  he  believes  that  obscure  phe- 
nomena may  be  expressed  simply  if  properly  faced ;  and 
he  points  out  that  the  non-appearance  of  anything  perfectly 
uniform  and  omnipresent  is  only  what  ■should  be  expected, 
and  is  no  argument  against  its  real  substantial  existence. 

We  subjoin  abstracts  from  the  address,  selecting  only 
thosp  points  which  are  of  immediate  interest  to  chemists, 
or  which  are  particularly  striking  and  characteristic. 

What,  in  the  main,  is  the  characteristic  of  the  promising 
though  perturbing  period  in  which  we  live?  The  answer 
I  venture  to  give  is — Rapid  progress,  combined  with 
Fundamental  scepticism.  .  .  .  With  the  realisation  of 
predicted  ether  waves  in  1888,  the  discovery  of  x-rays  in 
1895.  spontaneous  radioactivity  in  1896,  and  the  isolation 
of  the  electron  in  1898,  expectation  of  further  achieve- 
ment became  vivid  ;  and  novelties,  experimental,  theo- 
retical, and  speculative,  have  been  showered  upon  us  ever 
since  this  century  began.  That  is  why  I  speak  of  rapid 
progress. 

*  *  * 

To  illustrate  the  nature  of  the  fundamental  scientific  or 
philosophic  controversies  ...  I  may  cite  : 

In  Physiology  the  conflict  ranges  round  Vitalism.  (My 
immediate  predecessor  dealt  with  the  subject  at  Dundee.) 

In  Chemistry  the  debate  concerns  Atomic  structure.  (My 
penultimate  predecessor  is  well  aware  of  pugnacity  in  that 
region.) 


In  Biology  the  dispute  is  on  the  laws  of  Inheritance 
(My  successor  is  sure  to  deal  with  this  subject ;  probably  in 
a  way  not  deficient  in  liveliness.) 

And  besides  these  major  controversies,  debate  is  active 
in  other  sections  : 

In  Education,  Curricula  generally  are  being  overhauled!) 
or  fundamentally  criticised,  and  revolutionary  ideas  are 
promulgated  concerning  the  advantages  of  freedom  for 
infants. 

In   Economic  and  Political  Science,  or  Sociology  what 
is  there  that  is  not  under  discussion  ?    Not  property'  alone 
nor  land  alone,  but  everything— back  to  the  Garden  of  Eden 
and  the  inter-relations  of  men  and  women. 

Lastly,  in  the  vast  group  of  Mathematical  and  Physical 
bciences,  slurred  over  rather  than  summed  up  as  Section 
A,  present-day  scepticism  concerns  what,  if  I  had  to- 
express  it  in  one  word,  I  should  call  Continuity. 

*  *  * 

The  modern  tendency  is  to  emphasise  the  discontinuous 
or  atomic  character  of  everything.  Matter  has  long  been 
atomic,  in  the  same  sense  as  Anthropology  is  atomic;  the 
unit  of  matter  is  the  atom,  as  the  unit  of 'humanity  is  the 
individual.  Whether  men  or  women  or  children— they  can 
be  counted  as  so  many  "souls."  And  atoms  of  matter 
can  be  counted  too.  Certainly,  however,  there  is  an  illu- 
sion of  continuity.  We  recognise  it  in  the  case  of  water. 
It  appears  to  be  a  continuous  medium,  and  yet  it  is  cer- 
tainly molecular.  It  is  made  continuous  again,  in  a  sense, 
by  the  ether  postulated  in  its  pores;  for  the  ether  is 
essentially  continuous. 

*  *  * 

Electricity  itself — i.e.,  electric  charge — strangely  enough- 
has  proved  itself  to  be  atomic.  There  is  a  natural  unit 
of  electric  charge,  as  suspected  by  Faraday  and  Maxwell 
and  named  by  Johnstone  Stoney.  Some  of  the  electron's: 
visible  effects  were  studied  by  Crookes  in  a  vacuum;  and 
its  weighing  and  measuring  by  J.  J.  Thomson  were' 
announced  to  the  British  Association  meeting  at  Dover  in 
1899 — a  fitting  prelude  to  the  twentieth  century.  .  .  .  No- 
one  doubts  that  electricity  is  ultimately  atomic.  Everr 
magnetdsm  has  been  suspected  of  being  atomic,  and  its 
hypothetical  unit  has  been  named  in  advance  the  mag- 
neton :  but  I  confess  that  here  I  have  not  been  shaken  out 
of  the  conservative  view. 

*  *  * 

Continuity  is  the  backbone  of  evolution,  as  taught  by 
all  biologists;  no  artificial  boundaries  or  demarca- 
tions between  species — a  continuous  chain  of  here- 
dity from  far  below  the  amoeba  up  to  man.  Actual 
continuity  of  undying  germ-plasm,  running  through  all 
generations,  is  taught  likewise;  though  a  strange  discon- 
tinuity between  this  persistent  element  and  its  successive 
accessory  body-plasms — a  discontinuity  which  would  con- 
vert individual  organisms  into  mere  temporary  accretions 
or  excretions,  with  no  power  of  influencing  or  conveying 
experience  to  their  generating  cells — is  advocated  by  one 
school. 

*  *-  * 

I  myself  am  an  upholder  of  ultimate  Continuity,  and  a. 
fervent  believer  in  the  Ether  of  Space.  The  Ether  is  the 
universal  connecting  medium  which  binds  the  universe 
together,  and  makes  it  a  coherent  whole  instead  of  a 
chaotic  collection  of  independent  isolated  fragments.  It 
is  the  vehicle  of  transmission  of  all  manner  of  force,  from 
gravitation  down  to  cohesion  and  chemical  affinity;  it  is 
therefore  the  storehouse  of  potential  energy.  Matter 
moves,  but  Ether  is  strained.  ...  As  to  its  density,  it 
must  be  far  greater  than  that  of  any  form  of  matter, 
millions  of  times  denser  than  lead  or  platinum. 
Yet  matter  moves  through  it  with  perfect  freedom,  without, 
any  friction  or  viscosity.  There  is  nothing  paradoxical 
in  this  :  viscosity  is  not  a  function  of  density ;  the  two 
are  not  necessarily  connected. 

*  *  * 

The  laws  of  gases  have  been  found  to  apply  to  emul- 
sions and  to  fine  powders  in  suspension,  of  which  the 
Brownian  movement  has  long  been  known.  This 
movement  is  caused  by  the  orthodox  molecular  bom- 
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bardment,  and  its  average  amplitude  exactly  represents 
the  theoretical  mean  free  path  calculated  from  the 
"  molecular  weight  "  of  the  relatively  gigantic  particles. 
The  behaviour  of  these  microscopically  visible  masses 
corresponds  closely  and  quantitatively  with  what  could 
be  predicted  for  them  as  fearfully  heavy  atoms,  on  the 
kinetic  theory  of  gases ;  they  may  indeed  be  said  to 
constitute  a  gas  with  a  gram-molecule  as  high  as  200,000 
tons ;  and,  what  is  rather  important  as  well  as  interest 
ing,  they  tend  visibly  to  verify  the  law  of  equipartition 
of  energy  even  in  so  extreme  a  case,  when  that  law  is 
properly  stated  and  applied. 

Still  more  remarkable — the  application  of  x-rays  to 
display  the  arrangement  of  molecules  in  crystals,  and 
ultimately  the  arrangement  of  atoms  in  molecules,  as 
initiated  by  Professor  Laue  with  Drs.  Friedrich  and 
Shipping,  and  continued  by  Professor  Bragg  and  his  son 
■and  by  Dr.  Tutton,  constitute  a  series  of  researches  of 
high  interest  and  promise.  By  this  means  many  of  the 
■theoretical  anticipations:  of  our  countryman,  Mr. 
William  Barlow,  and — working  with  him — Professor 
Pope,  as  well  as  of  those  distinguished  crystallo- 
graphers  von  Groth  and  von  Fedorow,  have  been  con- 
firmed in  a  striking  way.  These  brilliant  researches, 
which  seem  likely  to  constitute  a  branch  of  Physics  in 
themselves,  and  which  are  being  continued  by  Messrs. 
Moseley  and  C.  G.  Darwin,  and  by  Mr.  Keene  and 
■others,  may  be  called  an  apotheosis  of  the  atomic  theory 
of  matter. 

*  *  * 

We  are  living  in  an  epoch  of  some  very  comprehensive 
■generalisations.  The  physical  discovery  of  the  twentieth 
century,  so  far,  is  the  Electrical  Theory  of  Matter.  This 
is  the  great  new  theory  of  our  time;  it  was  referred  to, 
in  its  philosophical  aspect,  by  Mr.  Balfour  in  his 
Presidential  Address  at  Cambridge  in  1904.  We  are  too 
near  it  to  be  able  to  contemplate  it  properly;  it  has 
still  to  establish  itself  and  to  develop  in  detail,  but  I 
anticipate  that  in  some  form  or  other  it  will  prove  true. 

Here  is  a  brief  possible  summary  of  the  first  chapter 
■(so  to  speak)  of  the  Electrical  Theory  of  Matter  : 

(1)  Atoms  of  Matter  are  composed  of  electrons— of  positive 
and  negative  electric  charges. 

(2)  Atoms  are  bound  together  into  molecules  by  chemical 
affinity  which  is  intense  electrical  attraction  at  ultra-minute 
distances. 

(3)  Molecules  are  held  together  by  cohesion,  which  I  for 
■one  regard  as  residual  or  differential  chemical  affinity  over 
molecular  distances. 

(A)  Magnetism  is  due  to  the  locomotion  of  electrons 
Inere  is  no  magnetism  without  an  electric  current  atomic 
or  otherwise.    There  is  no  electric  current  without  a  moving 

.  (5)  Radiation  is  generated  by  every  accelerated  electron 
in  amount  proportional  to  the  square  of  its  acceleration; 
and  there  is  no  other  kind  of  radiation,  except  indeed  a 
corpuscular    kind;    but  this  depends  on  the  veLocitv  of 

twr°»oS-ianf-therefor6  again  caa  only  be  generated  by 
their  acceleration.  J 

The  theory  is  bound  to  have  curious  consequences, 
and  already  it  has  contributed  to  some  of  the  uprooting 
and  uncertainty  that  I  speak  of.

Matter  is  what  appeals  to  our  senses  here  and  now  • 
Materialism  ls  appropriate  to  the  material  world 
not  as  a  philosophy  but  as  a  working  creed,  as  a  proxi- 
mate and  immediate  formula  for  guiding  research 
Everything  beyond  that  belongs  to  another  Region  and 
must  be  reached  by  other  methods.  To  explain  the 
Psychical  m  terms  of  Physics  and  Chemistry  is  simply 
impossible;  hence  there  is  a  tendency  to  deny  its  exist- 
ence, save  as  an  epiphenomenon.  But  all  such  philo- 
sophising is  unjustified,  and  is  really  bad  Metaphysics. 

*  *  * 
But  although  Life  and  Mind  may  be  excluded  from 

irnysiology,  they  are  not  excluded  from  Science  Of 
course  not,  It  is  not  reasonable  to  say  that  things 
necessarily  elude  investigation  merely  because  we  do  not 
made  ^nst  them  Yet  the  mistake  ^  SQmeUmes 
made.  lhe  ether  makes  no  appeal  to  sense,  therefore 
some  are  beginning  to  say  that  it  does  not  exist.  Mind 
is  occasionally  put  into  the  same  predicament.  Life  is 
not  detected  m  the_  laboratory,  save  in  its  physical  and 
chemical  manifestations;  but  we  may  have  to  admit  that 
it  guides  processes  nevertheless.  It  may  be  called  a 
catalytic  agent. 

*  *  * 
That  evolutionary  progress  is  real  is  a  doctrine  of  pro- 
found significance,  and  our  efforts  at  social  betterment  are 
justified  because  we  are  a  part  of  the  scheme,  a  part  that 
has  become  conscious,  a  part  that  realises,  dimly  at  any 
rate,  what  it  is  doing  and  what  it  is  aiming  at.  Planning 
and  aiming  are  therefore  not  absent  from  the  whole  for 
we  are  a  part  of  the  whole,  and  are  conscious  of  them  in 
ourselves. 

Either  we  are  immortal  beings  or  we  are  not  We  may 
not  know  our  destiny,  but  we  must  have  a  destiny  of  some 
sort.  Those  who  make  denials  are  just  as  likely  to  be 
wrong  as  those  who  make  assertions  :  in  fact,  denials  are 
assertions  thrown  into  negative  form.  Scientific  men  are 
looked  up  to  as  authorities,  and  should  be  careful  not  to 
mislead.  Science  may  not  be  able  to  reveal  human  destiny 
but  it  certainly  should  not  obscure  it.  Things  are  as  they 
are  whether  we  find  them  out  or  not;  and  if  we  make  rash 
and  false  statements,  posterity  will  detect  us— if  posterity 
ever  troubles  its  head  about  us.  I  am  one  of  those  who 
think  that  the  methods  of  Science  are  not  so  limited  in 
their  scope  as  has  been  thought  :  that  they  can  be  applied 
much  more  widely,  and  that  the  Psychic  region  can  be 
studied  and  brought  under  law  too.  Allow  us  anyhow  to 
make  the  attempt.  Give  us  a  fair  field.  Let  those  who 
prefer  the  materialistic  hypothesis  by  all  means  develop 
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their  thesis  as  far  as  they  can;  but  let  us  try  what  we  can 
do  in  the  Psychical  region,  and  see  ■which  wins.  Our 
methods  are  really  the  same  as  theirs — the  subject-matter 
differs.  Neither  should  abuse  the  other  for  making  the 
attempt. 

Although  I  am  speaking  ex  cathedra,  as  one  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  orthodox  science,  I  will  not  shrink  from  a 
personal  note  summarising  the  result  on  my  own  mind  of 
thirty  years'  experience  of  psychical  research,  begun  with- 
out predilection — indeed,  with  the  usual  hostile  prejudice. 
.  .  .  An  utterance  from  this  chair  is  no  ephemeral  pro- 
duction, for  it  remains  to  be  criticised  by  generations  yet 
unborn,  whose  knowledge  mast  inevitably  be  fuller  and 
wider  than  our  own.  Your  President  therefore  should  not 
be  completely  bound  by  the  shackles  of  present-day  ortho- 
doxy nor  limited  to  beliefs  fashionable  at  the  time.  In 
justice  to  myself  and  my  co-workers  I  must  risk  annoying 
my  present  hearers,  not  only  by  leaving  on  record  our  con- 
viction that  occurrences  now  regarded  as  occult  can  be 
examined  and  reduced  to  order  by  the  methods  of  science 
carefully  and  persistently  applied,  but  by  going  further 
and  saying,  with  the  utmost  brevity,  that  already  the  facts 
so  examined  have  convinced  me  that  memory  and  affection 
are  not  limited  to  that  association  with  matter  by  which 
alone  they  can  manifest  themselves  here  and  now,  and  that 
personality  persists  beyond  bodily  death.  The  evidence  to 
my  mind  goes  to  prove  that  discarnate  intelligence,  under 
certain  conditions,  may  interact  with  us  on  the  material 
side,  thus  indirectly  coming  within  our  scientific  ken  ;  and 
that  gradually  we  may  hope  to  attain  some  understanding 
of  the  nature  of  a  larger,  perhaps  etherial,  existence, 
and  of  the  conditions  regulating  intercourse  across  the 
chasm. 

*  *  * 

Many  scientific  men  still  feel  in  pugnacious  mood  towards 
Theology,  because  of  the  exaggerated  dogmatism  which  our 
predecessors  encountered  and  overcame  in  the  past.  They 
had  to  struggle  for  freedom  to  find  truth  in  their  own  way  ; 
but  the  struggle  was  a  miserable  necessity,  and  has  left 
some  evil  effects.  And  one  of  them  is  this  lack  of  sym- 
pathy, this  occasional  hostility,  to  other  more  spiritual 
forms  of  truth.  We  cannot  really  and  seriously  suppose 
that  truth  began  to  arrive  on  this  planet  a  few  centurie  ■ 
ago.  The  pre-scientific  insight  of  genius — of  Poet6  and 
Prophets  and  Saints — was  of  supreme  value,  and  the  access 
of  those  inspired  seers  to  the  heart  of  the  universe  was 
profound.  But  the  camp  followers,  the  scribes  and  phari- 
sees,  by  whatever  name  they  may  be  called,  had  no  such 
insight,  only  a  vicious  or  a  foolish  obstinacy;  and  the 
prophets  of  a  new  era  were  stoned. 

*  *  * 

Men  and  brethren,  we  are  trustees  of  the  truth  of  the 
physical  •universe  as  scientifically  explored  :  let  us  be 
faithful  to  our  trust.  Genuine  religion  has  its  roots  deep 
down  in  the  heart  of  humanity  and  in  the  reality  of  things. 
It  is  not  surprising  that  by  our  methods  we  fail  to  grasp 
it  :  the  actions  of  the  Deity  make  no  appeal  to  any  special 
sense,  only  a  universal  appeal ;  and  our  methods  are,  as 
we  know,  incompetent  to  detect  complete  uniformity. 
There  is  a  Principle  of  Relativity  here,  and  unless  we  en- 
counter flaw  or  jar  or  change,  nothing  in  us  responds  ;  we 
are  deaf  and  blind  therefore  to  the  immanent  Grandeur 
around  us,  unless  we  have  insight  enough  to  appreciate 
the  Whole,  and  to  recognise  in  the  woven  fabric  of  exist- 
ence, flowing  steadily  from  the  loom  in  an  infinite  progress 
towards  perfection,  the  ever-growing  garment  of  a  tran- 
scendent God. 


French  Olive-crop  Prospects. — H.M.  Consul-General  at 
Marseilles  reports,  under  date  August  20,  that  the  olive 
crop  promises  to  be  excellent  in  the  Mediterranean  ba6in, 
and  Marseilles  olive-merchants  are  counting  upon  a  plenti- 
ful supply.  The  local  crop  in  the  southern  departments  of 
France,  though  promising  to  be  of  excellent  quality,  is  not 
likely  to  be  as  plentiful  as  last  year's,  except  in  a  few 
districts.  It  is  too  early  to  6ay  whether  the  fruit  now 
ripening  is  likely  to  hold  on,  or  remain  sound,  up  to  the 
time  of  gathering  in  November,  December,  and  January. — 
Board  of  Trade  Journal. 


Confectioners'  Exhibition.

the  "Forgrove"  patent  filler,  which  we  illustrate.  This 
machine  counts  tablets  and  deposits  them  in  narrow- 
necked  bottles.  The  method  of  filling  and  counting  is 
simple,  the  tablets  being  placed  in  the  hopper,  from 
which  they  automatically  flow  on  to  a  revolving  disc  of 
metal  which  is  pierced  with  holes  the  exact  size  of  the 
tablet,  under  which  the  bottles  moving  on  a  travelling- 
band  are  brought.  From  500  to  1,500  bottles  can  be 
correctly  filled  by  on©  girl  in  one  hour,  according  to  size 
and  count.  The  machine  sells  at  90Z.,  and  can  be  modified 
to  suit  special  requirements.  The  company  also  exhibit 
wrapping  and  labelling  machines,  which  wrap  caramels, 
meat  cubes,  soap,  etc.,  completely  in  foil,  and  then  put 
on  a  printed  label.  W.  Gardner  &  Sons  (Gloucester), 
Ltd.,  occupy  their  usual  bay  position  on  the  ground  floor, 
where  they  have  a  .full  range  of  their  patent  "  Rapid  " 
sifters  and  mixers.  These  include  machines  for  baking- 
powder,  self-raising  flour,  egg-powders,  toilet-powdersr 
sheep-dip,  etc.  Flugel  &  Co.  show  their  aerated-water 
machinery  in  operation,  this  including  their  well-known 
syphon  and  bottle  filler,  with  back-pressure  system, 
whereby  the  syphons  are  filled  without  waste  of  gas.

natural,  and  two  said  the  same  of  the  natural  otto,  but 
none  could  say  which  was  natural  and  which  synthetic. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  odorous  constituents  of  natural 
otto  of  rose  are  present,  in  the  same  proportions  and 
quantities  in  this  synthetic  otto,  so  that  the  latter  may 
be  used  without  alteration  of  existing  formula?  for  per- 
fumes and  toilet  preparations,  at  a  saving  of  money  and 
without  loss  of  character. 

Messrs.  Raphael  Tuck  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Moorfields, 
London,  E.G.,  are  known  the  world  over  as  Art  printers 
whose  productions  in  colour  are  so  admirable  that  three  of 
our  Sovereigns — Queen  Victoria,  King  Edward,  and  King 
George — besides  their  Queens,  other  members  of  the  Royal 
Family,  and  Wilhelm  II.,  the  German  Emperor,  have 
commissioned  them  to  design  and  print  their  Christmas- 
cards.  For  the  coming'  season  they  have  sets  of  Royal 
cards  now  made  available  by  permission,  most  of  them 
produced  by  the  "  Oilette  "  process,  and  representing  his- 
toric subjects,  which  are  obtainable  at  from  4.s.  per  dozen. 
In  each  case  there  are  several  styles  to  choose  from — 
e.g.,  Queen  Alexandra's  card,  "  Benedicite  Omnia  Opera," 
painted  by  Mr.  Howard  Davie,  is  produced  in  four 
different  styles  and  sizes  : 

Carbon  hand-coloured,  mounted  on  Vandyke-tinted  panel, 
gilt-edged,  tied  with  rich  silk  cord  and  tassels. 

"Oilette"  mounted  on  Whatman  panel,  tied  with  rich 
silk  cord  and  tassels. 

Art  Carbon  mounted  on  tinted  Whatman  panel,  tied  with 
silk  cord  and  tassels. 

"  Oilette "  mounted  on  Whatman  panel,  tied  with  silk 
ccrd  and  tassels. 
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These  cards  are  a  class  by  themselves.  Messrs.  Tuck 
have  many  other  classes  of  Christmas-cards,  including 
thousands  of  subjects,  so  that  we  do  not  attempt  to 
signalise  any  of  them,  but  simply  note  that  they  are  dis- 
tinguished by  good  design  (not  a  vulgar  one  amongst 
them),  beauty  of  printing,  and  elegant  finish.  In  their 
Christmas  Auto  Stationery  are  547  subjects  and  styles, 
including  upwards  of  400  new  designs.  These  are  put  up  in 
boxes  of  six,  and  cost  from  4s.  to  50.?.  per  dozen  boxes. 
This  group  specially  appeals  to  chemists  who  carry  sta- 
tionery. Another  department  which  specially  interests 
them  is  that  devoted  to  Art  Calendars  for  1914,  of  which 
there  is  immense  variety  adapted  for  sale  or  presentation. 
"  Father  Tuck's  Annual  "  and  other  picture-books  for  chil- 
dren, puzzle  and  picture  cards,  and  postcards,  are  other 
things  which  give  Messrs.  Tuck  opportunity  for  pictorial 
and  art  printing,  and  all  are  done  well,  while  they  embrace 
novelty  that  makes  them  favourites  with  the  public.  The 
company's  illustrated  price-list  of  275  pages  can  be 
obtained  by  retailers  of  the  goods. 

Maw's  Page  reaches  its  century  in  this  issue.  Few 
features  in  business  propaganda  have  created  more  in- 
terest in  the  British  drug-trade  since,  the  beginning  of 
1912  than  the  series  of  clever  and  original  advertise- 
ments which  have  been  inserted  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist,  page  11,  every  week.  We  repeat  "  clever  and 
original,"  a  phrase  used  in  the  C.  <£■  D.  on  January  13, 
1912 ;  other  adjectives  can  be  added  as  the  result  of  fur- 
ther experience,  and  perhaps  our  readers  will  supply 
them.  What  has  struck  us  particularly  in  reading  these 
advertisements  as  they  have  appeared  is  the  manner  in 
which  Messrs.  Maw  succeed  in  interesting  buyers  and 
giving  them  points  as  to  the  sale  of  the  goods  to  the 
public.  We  think  that  one  thing  which  the  majority  of 
retailers  have  not  altogether  succeeded  in  doing  is  to 
make  frequent  attractive  offers  to  their  customers  at 
suitable  times,  somewhat  on  the  lines  of  the  draper  who 
makes  a  special  show  of  umbrellas  on  a  rainy  day. 
Grasping  the  mood  of  the  moment  is  good  for  business. 
Maw's  Page  helps  in  that  way,  and  it  tells  also  what  is 
going  on.    A  few  paragraphs  may  be  quoted  : 

"  During  the  summer  months  there  are  always  a  number 
of  visitor's  to  the  pharmacy  with  inflamed  or  swollen  eyes, 
due  to  the  clouds  of  dust  which  are  continually  thrown  up 
on  our  country  roads.  There  is  a  consequent  demand  for 
eye-baths,  and  we  venture  to  suggest  that  perhaps  your  stock 
may  require  to  be  replenished.  It  is  as  well  to  be  pre- 
pared." 

"  The  attractive  display  of  brushware  is  one  of  the  greatest 
problems  which  the  pharmacist  has  to  contend  with.  For 
this  reason  we  believe  the  following  series  of  brush-stands 
will  be  of  interest.  We  have  a  neat  white  enamelled  pattern 
designed  to  hold  a  selection  of  toilet  brushware.  The  price 
of  the  stand  alone  is  only  4s. ;  if  fitted  with  twelve  bd. 
Tooth-brushes,  eight  Is.  to  2s.  shaving-brushes,  and  eight 
Is.  to  2s.  nail-brushes,  the  price  complete  is  20s." 

"  The  crude  paintings  of  the  Futurists  are  responsible  for 
a  new  craze  for  the  ultra-smart  women  of  Paris.  Blue, 
mauve,  and  yellow  face-powder  can  now  be  bought  in  the 
Rue  de  la  Paix  !  The  use  of  these  bizarre  preparations  is 
only  indulged  in  at  night,  when  the  wearers  of  yellow  or 
periwinkle  blue  powders  become  invested  with  a  strange  and 
fascinating  beauty  as  they  6tand  beneath  the  dazzling  light 
of  the  electric  chandeliers." 

The  first  of  these  seems  to  have  given  a  point  to  Sir 
James  Crichton-Browne ;  anyway,  he  comes  after  Maw. 
Good  writing  is  one  characteristic  only  of  the  advertise- 
ments ;  illustrations,  descriptions,  and  prices  are  given  as 
well,  but  no  repetitions.  The  crowning  characteristic  from 
the  point  of  view  of  the  advertising  expert  is  the  distinc- 
tiveness of  Maw's  Page.  We  understand  that  Messrs. 
S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons  are  themselves  well  pleased  with  the 
( '.  <£•  D.  publicity— it  has  brought  better  results  than  they 
had  from  their  old  advertising,  and  besides  better  busi- 
ness, they  have  established  a  line  of  instruction  which 
can  be  maintained  as  long  as  business  lasts.  They  6ay 
this  week  : 

'•  It  will  be  our  constant  endeavour  to  make  each  succeed- 
ing issue  more  interesting  than  the  last.  The  illustrations, 
too,  will  maintain  the  high  standard  of  excellence  which 
the  appearance  of  'Maw's  Page'  demands.  Last,  but  not 
least,  we  shall  from  time  to  time  publish  articles  of  permanent 


value  to  pharmacists  who  are  interested  in  advertising  as 
applied  to  modern  business  methods." 

When  calling  unofficially  the  other  day  at  the  Maw 
headquarters,  11  Aldersgate  Street,  London,  E.C.,  we 
learnt  that  extensions  are  going  on.    It  is  not  surprising,

OBSERVATIONS   AND  REFLECTIONS. 

By  Xrayser  II. 


Accurate  Comparisons 

as  to  the  cost  of  working  the  Insurance 
Act,  particularly  as  regards  the  supply  of  medicine,  'will 
be  forthcoming  when  a  full  year's  statistics  are  available. 
It  is  rather  soon  to  commence  figuring  out  results  on  six 
months'  work,  but  I  am  tempted  to  draw  attention  to  one 
fact,  which  I  have  previously  alluded  to — viz.,  that  the 
average  Englishman  takes  more  medicine  than  the  aver- 
age Scotchman,  probably  not  because  he  needs  it,  or  even 
because  he  wants  it,  but  simply  owing  to  the  difference  in 
the  conditions  under  which  dispensing  has  been:  done  in 
the  two  countries.  This  is  well  shown  by  a  comparison 
between  Glasgow  and  Bristol,  from  the  figures  which  you 
published  last  week.  Approximately  every  Glasgow  in- 
sured person  took  on  the  average  one  bottle  of  medicine 
during  the  six  months  at  a  cost  of  Q^d.,  with  the  result 
that  there  is  a  considerable  surplus  on  the  Drug  Fund  at 
the  end  of  the  six  months.  In  Bristol,  on  the  other  hand, 
every  insured  person  took  on  the  average  1^  bottles  of 
medicine  at  a  cost  of  Is.,  the  result  in  this  case  being 
that  the  Drug  Fund  has  been  considerably  overdrawn. 
Not  knowing  the  exact  numbers  of  panel  patients,  it  is 
not  possible  to  make  perfectly  accurate  comparisons,  and 
I  suggest  that  your  correspondents  should,  when  sending 
in  rotums,  make  them  as  complete  as  possible,  since  these 
will  form  a  most  valuable  basis  for  future  use.  As 
regards  the  cost  of  the  prescriptions,  it  will  be  seen  that 
Sheffield  averages  6.04^.,  Bristol  7.9d.,  and  Glasgow  8.5d., 
these  figures  going  to  show  that  in  Scotland  panel  patients 
are  better  catered  for.  Perhaps  the  "proprietary"  ques- 
tion comes  in  here,  since  I  understand  that  the  Glasgow 
Committee  has  taken  a  more  liberal  view  orr  this  matter 
than  many  English  Committees  have  done. 

"Direct  Representation  of  Pharmacy" 

in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons is,  and  always  will  be,  nothing  more  than  a  pious 
aspiration,  and  to  begin  to  advocate  it  openly  is  in  my 
opinion  the  very  best  way  of  preventing  any  increase 
of  such  indirect  representation  as  we  secure  now  through 
the  presence  irr  Parliament  of  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Liberal 
member  for  Stepney.  As  an  electoral  force  we  are  abso- 
lutely negligible ;  our  votes  could  no  more  influence  the 
adoption  of  a  pharmaceutical  candidate  as  such,  much  less 
secure  his  return  as  member,  than  they  would  enable  us 
to  fly.  Let  us  not,  therefore,  dissipate  our  energies  by 
crying  for  the  moon.  What  is  wanted  is  not  "  direct 
representation,"  but  the  selection  of  suitable  pharmacists 
as  candidates,  whether  Conservatives  or  Liberals,  prefer- 
ably of  both  political  parties ;  but  this  can  only  be  done 
by  working  in  conjunction  with  the  whips,  men  who  will 
stand  on  their  merits  as  politicians,  and  who  will  be 
elected  as  such  and  not  as  representatives  of  Pharmacy. 
iWhile  we  will  be  all  the  better  of  having  more  pharma- 
cists in  Parliament,  we  are  not  going  to  get  them  there 
because  of,  but  in  spite  of,  their  being  pharmacists.  For 
these  and  other  reasons,  therefore,  as  they  say  in  petitions 
to  Parliament,  I  hope  that  Mr.  Bailey's  proposed 
"  National  Pharmaceutical  Federation, "  when  it  gets 
beyond  the  paper  stage,  will  find  much  more  useful  work 
than  this  to  do. 

A  National  Insurance  Pharmacopoeia 

seems  to  me,  in  fact, 
the  most  urgent  of  the  three  objects  Mr.  Bailey  has  in 
view  in  advocating  the  formation  of  a  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Federation.  He  speaks  as  if  there  were  some 
objection  to  it,  but  I  can  see  none  that  is  not  greatly 
overbalanced  by  the  manifest  advantages  of  such  a  work. 
Local  formulae  are  already  in  us©  almost  everywhere ; 
these,  as  the  Middlesex  Association  has  discovered,  have 
great  practical  disadvantages  (which  would  all  be  reme- 
died by  a  national  formulary)  ;  but  I  cannot  understand 
why  all  formulae  but  those  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
should  be  discouraged.      Has  the   Medical  Council  a 


monopoly  of  medical  wisdom?  And  if  the  ordinary 
practitioner  is  so  poor  a  prescriber  as  we  are  sometimes" 
told,  would  it  not  be  an  advantage  that  he  shoidd  have 
such  a  guide  as  the  proposed  formulary  would  be  ?  Ready- 
made  medicine  would  not  fit  every  case,  but  there  are 
thousands  that  it  would  fit,  and  the  convenience  to  both 
prescriber  and  dispenser  would  be  immense.  Their  con- 
venience should  not  be  studied  at  the  expense  of  the 
patient ;  but  to  suppose  that  doctors  would  prescribe  more 
perfunctorily  than  they  do  now,  because  they  had  an. 
approved  formula  ready  to  hand,  1  do  not  believe.  In 
some  cases  it  is  impossible,  and  in  most  it  is  too  injurious 
a  supposition  to  be  entertained  for  a  moment. 

"  Unethical  and  Discreditable  " 

are  brave  words,  but  they  are 
not  the  adjectives  I  should  have  chosen  in  condemning 
the  trade  in  secret  remedies.  Many  such  remedies  are  of 
proved  efficacy,  and  there  is  no  moral  reason  why  we 
should  refuse  to  sell  them  until  we  know  their  composi- 
tion. And  if  to  deal  in  them  is  immoral,  it  is  surely 
unnecessary  to  add  that  it  is  discreditable.  That  the  use 
of  secret  medicines  is  unscientific  and  therefore  dis- 
creditable to  a  man  of  scientific  pretensions,  is  perhaps 
arguable,  but  it  might  be  maintained  that  medicine  is  as 
yet  an  art  rather  than  a  science,  and  that  art,  like  life 
itself,  is  empirical.  Huxley,  indeed,  says  that  all  true 
science  begins  in  empiricism,  and  the  science  of  medicine 
certainly  does  so ;  so  long  as  diseases  are  obscure  in  their 
origin  and  character,  it  as  impossible  always  to  treat  them 
scientifically.  But  unethical !  The  word  must  be  used 
in  a  merely  j>rofessional  sense  to  have  any  meaning  at  all 
in  this  connection,  which  is  as  much  as  to  say  that  it 
bears  only  "a  Pickwickian  construction,"  and  carries  no- 
moral  stigma  at  all.  I  notice  that  at  the  Congresses  at 
which  secret  remedies  were  thus  denounced  British 
Pharmacy  was  not  officially  represented,  and  I  am  glad 
of  it.  To  commit  ourselves  as  a  body  to  such  resolu- 
tions as  those  to  which  I  am  referring  would  stamp  us  as 
at  best  unconscious  hypocrites.  Ideally,  of  course,  he 
who  treats  disease  shoidd  know  all  about  disease  itself 
and  the  medicine  he  prescribes  for  it,  but  the  only  way  to 
reach  this  ideal  is  to  experiment  with  the  knowledge  we 
have. 

The  Grievances  of  Assistants 

seem  to  be  as  great,  or  at  any 
rate  as  much  in  evidence,  now  as  they  were  in  my  own 
time,  but  I  confess  to  being  a  little  sceptical  with  regard 
to  some  of  them.  Assistants  appear  on  the  whole  to  have 
a  very  much  better  "show"  to-day  than  I  ever  had, 
though  I  was  rather  fortunate  than  otherwise.  Salaries 
certainly  have  greatly  increased.  I  started  at  251.  a  year 
indoors,  and  never  got  beyond  bQl.  After  six  years  of 
indoor  experience  my  "starting  price"  out  of  doors  was 
100/.  How  does  this  compare  with  the  present  ?  The 
great  majority  of  situations  were  indoor  ;  indeed  it  was 
almost  the  universal  rule,  except  in  a  few  of  the  larger 
businesses.  The  conditions  indoor  were  not  ideal.  A 
friend  of  mine  was  told  on  the  first  morning  of  his  appear- 
ance at  breakfast  that  when  he  had  herring  he  was  not 
expected  to  have  butter.  This  was  in  a  West-end  square. 
I  was  myself  informed  when  applying  for  a  situation  at 
the  West-end  that  though  I  got  my  meals  out  I  should 
sleep  on  the  premises,  under  the  dispensing  counter  ;  in  a 
neighbouring  street  the  hours  of  business  were  stated 
as  "rarely  later  than  11  p.m.,"  and  I  lost  the  offer  of 
another  situation  in  a  well-known  business  because  I  had 
the  temerity  to  ask  what  the  hours  of  business  were. 
Employers  and  assistants  were  rarely  on  terms  of  social 
equality,  and  as  a  rule  their  relations  were  in  consequence 
awkward.  There  were  no  half-holidays,  at  least  in  my  ex^ 
perience,  and  the  thirteen  hours  a  day  nominally  exacted 
were  often  lengthened  to  fourteen.  Have  we  not  advanced 
a  little  ?

International  Pharmacy 
Congresses.  (II.) 

"  The  Fifth  International  Pharmaceutical  Congress  has 
proved  a  grand  success."  This  was  the  first  sentence 
of  the  C.  <Ss  D.  report  of  the  meeting  which  began  in 
London  on  August  1,  1881.  The  reporter  proceeded  to 
state  that  the  four  preceding  Congresses  "were  either 
less  attended  or  excited  little  interest  in  England." 
Present-day  readers  may  have  noted  the  justification  for 
that  in  our  article  last  week,  from  which  it  is  obvious 
that   the    subjects    dealt    with    in    the    meetings  were 
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Continental,  and  not  germane  to  British  Pharmacy.  Even 
at  the  London  Congress  "  the  serious  work  which  filled  a 
half-dozen  sessions  .  .  .  had  a  somewhat  artificial  air. 
The  work,  in  fact,  was  made  for  the  Congress,  not  the  Con- 
gress for  the  work."    So  our  Editor  of  that  day  wrote, 
and  he  was  not  hypercritical.    The  meeting  had  been 
made  possible  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Greenish,  at  that  time  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who  had  had  a  magnificent  lieutenant  in  Mr. 
Michael  Carteighe,  the  principal  Honorary  Secretary.  Mr. 
Richard  Bremridge  was  the  acting  Secretary  ;  and  after 
Mr.  Greenish  had  welcomed  the  delegates  to  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  Professor  Theophilus  Redwood  was  elected 
President  of  the  Congress.    The  meeting  lasted  for  three 
days  (Monday  to  Wednesday),   and  a  river  excursion 
to  Henley  took  place  on  the  Thursday.  The  International 
Pharmacopoeia   was  the    most   important  question  dis- 
cussed, a  controversy  being  entered  into  as  to  what  had 
become  of  the  manuscript.    Some  said  it  had  been  acci- 
dentally burnt,  and  others  claimed  that  the  original  draft 
was  still  extant.    A  committee  was  appointed  to  report  at 
the  next  Congress.  Mr.  Carteighe  introduced  an  interest- 
ing discussion  on  Pharmacopoeia  revision,  the  various 
procedures  in  different  countries  being  given  by  delegates. 
Professor  Redwood,  we  notice,  in  referring  to  the  position 
of  pharmacists  in  regard  to  the  Pharmacopoeia,  said  he 
thought  that  the  best  hope  of  pharmacists  in  obtaining 
recognition  "  was  in  the  exercise  of  a  wise  diplomacy  and 
not  in  any  claim  of  an  assumed  right."    Other  discus- 
sions were  regarding  pharmaeopceial  nomenclature,  phar- 
maceutical   education,  a  curriculum  of  study,  and  the 
relations  of  pharmacists  to  the  medical  profession  and 
the  public.    The  meeting  was  not  altogether  favourable 
to    international    amenities,    in  so  far   as    the  French 
delegates  left  with  ruffled  feelings,  and  the  principal  one 
subsequently  expressed  the  opinion  in  the  leading  French 
journal  of  pharmacy  that  the  results  of  the  Congress 
were  far  from  satisfactory,  and  another  declared  that  the 
general  advantages  of  such  Congresses  are  doubtful.  A 
somewhat  bitter  Franco-German  controversy  ensued,  but 
it  did  not  prevent  a  sixth  Congress  being  held  at  Brussels 
in  1885,  after  being  postponed  from  the  previous  year 
owing  to  the  Antwerp   Exhibition.    It  was  the  largest 
in  point  of   attendance,  this  country  being  represented 
by  at  least  a  dozen  pharmacists.    Mr.  Van  Bastelaer,  of 
Brussels,  was  President.    For  the  first  time  tho  Congress 
met  under  Royal    patronage,   and  those  attending  the 
meeting  were  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  ten  francs.  In 
anticipation  of  the   meeting  (held  from  August  31  to 
September  5)  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  prepared  and 
published  on  August  15  the  draft  of  an  International 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  this,    with  an  introduction  in  five 
languages,  was  circulated  to  the    delegates  before  the 
meeting.    When  the  draft  of  the  official  International 
Pharmacopoeia  was  presented  by  Dr.  von  Waldheim  it 
was  found  that  the  C.  <Sb  D.  draft  had  covered  efficiently 
the  ground  so  far  as  the  "important"  substances  and 
preparations  are  concerned.    These  were  printed  in  the 
official  draft  in  laiger  type  than  the  "less  important." 
This  was  the  last  that  the  Congress  had  to  do  with  the 
International  Pharmacopoeia  as  a  potential  publication ; 
the  draft  demonstrated  to  pharmacists  that  they  were  on 
the  wrong  lines  ;  also  that  the  co-operation  of  Governments 
and  the  medical  profession  was  needful.  This  was  secured, 
as  stated  last  week,  in  the  International  Committee  on 
Toxic  Drugs.      The  other   important  features   of  the 
Brussels  Congress  included  a  paper  by  Professor  Zanni, 
of  Constantinople,  on  pharmaceutical  specialities.  This 


brought  about  a  long  and  acrimonious  discussion,  which 
ended  in  a  resolution  that  "the  Congress  deems  it  desir- 
able in  the  public  interest  that  nostrums  and  pharma- 
ceutical proprietaries  be  strictly  prohibited  in  all 
countries."  The  adulteration  of  food  and  the  quality 
of  potable  water  were  also  discussed. 

The  seventh  Congress  was  to  have  been  held  in  Milan 
in  1888,  but  for  various  reasons  it  was  postponed,  and 
was  held  eventually  in  Chicago  in  1893  during  the  week 
commencing  August  21.  Chicago  made  a  speciality  of 
International  Congresses  that  year,  otherwise  this  one 
would  not  have  been  held.  Messrs.  M.  Carteighe,  N.  H. 
Martin,  and  W.  Martindale  were  the  delegates  from  this 
country.  Professor  Joseph  P.  Remington  was  President, 
and  the  meeting  was,  from  the  international  point  of  view, 
a  trifle  half-hearted,  but  good  as  far  as  it  went.  Mr. 
Carteighe  opened  a  debate  on  the  International  Pharma- 
copoeia, and  when  the  question  of  funds  was  raised  to 
pay  for  printing  the  work,  said  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  would  be  willing  to  contribute. 
The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  offered  $1,000, 
and  again  a  committee  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the 
matter.  The  scope  of  Pharmacopoeias  and  their  nomencla- 
ture were  again  discussed,  other  questions  more  or  less 
familiar  at  the  Congress  being  the  metric  system,  phar- 
maceutical education,  adulteration,  and  patent  medicines, 
in  regard  to  which  various  resolutions  were  passed.  The 
eighth  Congress  was  held  in  Brussels  in  August  1897, 
Professor  Ranwez  being  the  President.  No  official  dele- 
gates from  Great  Britain  and  Germany  attended.  The 
deliberations  in  French  and  English  concerned  the 
standardisation  of  potent  drugs,  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy by  unqualified  persons,  the  limitation  of  pharmacies, 
pharmaceutical  education  and  examination,  and  speciali- 
ties. The  question  of  an  International  Pharmacopoeia 
did  not  excite  much  interest,  as  but  little  work  had  been 
done  by  the  committee  appointed  at  Chicago.  The 
analysis  and  control  of  new  remedies  was  a  fresh  subject, 
while  a  discussion  on  our  old  friend  proprietary  medi- 
cines led  to  a  resolution  that  legislation  should  require 
the  active  constituents  to  be  stated  on  the  label,  and  the 
average  dose.  The  ninth  Congress  was  held  in  Paris  in 
August  1900,  at  the  time  of  the  International  Exhibition 
there.  Great  Britain  was  not  represented  by  delegates, 
Messrs.  Martindale  and  Atkins,  who  had  been  appointed, 
failing  to  put  in  an  appearance.  M.  Petit  was  President 
of  the  Congress.  It  was  at  this  meeting  that  the  Inter- 
national Pharmacopoeia  got  its  conge  in  the  proposal  by 
Professor  A.  Tschirch  that  the  Belgian  Government 
should  be  asked  to  arrange  with  other  Governments  a 
conference  at  Brussels  with  a  view  to  adopting  uniform 
standards  of  strength  for  potent  medicaments.  The 
Belgian  Government  took  the  matter  in  hand,  and  so  well 
did  it  do  it,  that  the  principal  Governments  of  the  world 
appointed  pharmacists  and  physicians  to  represent  them 
at  the  Conference  held  in  Brussels  on  September  15  to  20, 
1902.  Sir  Donald  MacAlister,  of  the  General  Medical 
Council,  was  the  sole  representative  from  Great  Britain, 
British  Pharmacy  not  being  otherwise  recognised  in  the 
matter ;  but  by  the  irony  of  circumstances  Dr.  F.  B: 
Power  (an  American  pharmacist  resident  in  Great  Britain) 
was  one  of  the  delegates  appointed  by  the  United  States 
Government.  Thus  we  bid  good-bye  to  the  International 
Pharmacopoeia. 

The  tenth  International  Congress  of  Pharmacy  was 
held  in  Brussels  on  the  occasion  of  the  International 
Exhibition  of  1910.  Mr.  Albert  Derneville  was  Presi- 
dent, and    Great  Britain  was  represented  officially  by 
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Mr.  Edmund  White  and  Mr.  E.  Saville  Peck.  The  sub- 
jects discussed  were  unification  of  analytical  methods  and 
of  rea-ents,  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  disinfectants 
and  proprietary  medicines,  the  assay  of  pepsin,  the  federa- 
tion of  pharmaceutical  associations,  and  the  representa- 
tion of  pharmacists  on  Pharmacopoeia  Commissmns.  One 
result  of  this,  gathering  has  been  the  formation  of  an 
International  Federation  of  Pharmaceutical  Societies, 
which  will  hold  its  second  annual  meeting  at  Ghent  on 
September  23.  At  this  Congress  the  Netherlands  Society 
for  the  Advancement  of  Pharmacy  took  in  hand  the 
organisation  of  the-  eleventh  Congress.  This  is  to  be 
held  at  The  Hague  on  September  16  to  20.  Our  Dutch 
confreres  have  worked  for  next  week's  meetings  in  such 
a  manner  that  they  have  a  first  reward  in  an  excellent 
programme  of  papers,  and  in  promises  of  support  from 
pharmacists  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 


Invented  Word  Trade-marks. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Trade-marks  Registration 
Acts,  1875  to  1877,  a  word  per  se  was  not  capable  of 
registration.    The  Act  of  1883  admitted  "  fancy  words  " 
to  registration,  and  by  the  Act  of  1888  "  invented  "  words 
were  so  admitted  and  the  description  "  fancy  word"  was 
dropped.    The  ambiguity  arising  out  of  the  use  of  the 
term  "  fancy  word  "  was  referred  to  in  the  report  of 
Lord  Herschell's  Committee  (March  16,  1888)  as  follows  : 
"  The  expression  '  fancy  word '  is  certainly  not  a  happy 
one,  and  has  naturally  given  rise  to  considerable  differ- 
ences of  opinion  as  to  its  meaning.  .  .  .  There   can  be 
no  objection  to  permitting  the  registration  of  an  invented 
word  not  to  be  found  in  the  vocabulary  of  our  own  or 
any  otfter  country." 
The   Trade-marks   Act,    1905,    which   consolidated  and 
amended  the  law  relating  to  trade-marks,  follows  this 
dictum  by  requiring  that  "  a  registrable  trade-mark  must 
contain  or  consist  of    at    least  one"  of   five  specified 
"essential  particulars,"  the  third  of  which  is  "an  in- 
vented woTd  or  invented  words."    This  helped  to  put  an 
end  to  much  misinterpretation  that  had  previously  arisen. 

In  the  "  Solio "  case,  decided  by  the  House  of  Lords 
in  1898,  the  principle  was  established  that  it  is  not  essen- 
tial that  an  invented  word  should  have  no  reference  to 
the  character  or  quality  of  the  goods,  and  in  consequence 
of  this  judgment  "Solio"  was  registered  in  respect  of 
photographic  paper.  At  the  same  time  the  practice  of 
the  Patent  Office  as  to  "invented  words"  was  modified, 
and  official  notice  appeared  in  the  issues  of  the  "  Trade 
Marks  Journal  "  for  August  and  September  1898.  The 
value  of  "invented"  word  trade-marks  is  commensurate 
with  their  popularity,  and  more  than  one  attempt  has  been 
made  to  take  advantage  of  the  reputation  of 
such  trade-marks  by  appropriation  of  them  by  others 
for  goods  not  being  the  products  of  the  trade-marks 
inventors.  Apart  from  that,  it  occasionally  happens  that 
application's  in  apparent  bona  fides  are  made  for  the  regis- 
tration by,  say,  B  of  a  word  or  words  in  respect  of  a  class 
of  goods,  say  X,  which  word  or  words  are  registered  and 
used  by  A  in  respect  of  the  class  of  goods  Y.  Sometimes 
A  does'not  object,  and  "  by  consent  "  B  may  get  the  mark 
for  his  goods.  But  trade-mark  owners  are  not  always  so 
complacent  as  that  in  regard  to  the  use  of  their  invented 
words.  In  this  connection  reference  may  be  made  to  the 
Griffiths  Kodak  Cycle  case  (R.P.C.,  Vol.  XV.),  in  which 
the  proprietors  of  the  "Kodak"  trade-mark  succeeded  in 
restraining  the  adoption  by  another  firm  of  their  trade- 
mark "  Kodak  "  for  a  class  of  goods  to  which  the  Kodak 
people  objected  to  have  the  word  applied  by  others.  The 


Comptroller-General  of  trade-marks  has  on  the  same 
principle  recently  refused  registration  for  gramophones  of 
an  invented  word  which  is  already  registered  in  respect  of 
medicinal  preparations,  and  which  is  well-known  to  the 
public  in  connection  with  a  popular  and  successful  tonic 
wine.  It  is  clear  that  it  would  be  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  take  such  familiar  invented  words  as 
"Tabloid,"  "  Vibrona,"  or  "  Vinolia,"  and  apply  them 
to  goods  with  which  they  are  not  usually  associated 
without  injustice  to  the  originators  or  owners  of  the 
words.  For  that  reason  most  owners  of  invented 
word  trade-marks  guard  their  interests  in  them  very 
jealously,  recognising  that  confusion  would  arise  in 
trade  were  such  appropriations  permitted  to  become  a 
practice,  while  the  direct  damage  to  their  business  in- 
terests might  be  incalculable.  The  conditions  for 
registration  of  trade-marks  ensure  the  publicity  of  appli- 
cations before  registrations  are  effected,  and  this  gives 
notice  to  alert  trade-mark  owners  which  enables  them 
to  bring  oppositions  where  they  believe  their  rights  are 
threatened.  The  protection  obtained  by  the  first  users 
and  registered  owners  of  invented  word  trade-marks 
against  the  appropriation  of  their  marks  by  others  for 
different  classes  of  goods,  ie  based  on  case  law  and  not 
on  statute  law,  and  the  decided  cases  of  this  nature  have 
been  dependent  upon  the  vigilance  and  subsequent 
opposition  of  the  first  user.  In  this  connection 
we  observe  that  the  well-known  invented  word 
"  Antipyrine "  is  the  subject  of  a  pending  appli- 
cation- for  registration  as  a  trade-mark  in  respect 
of  fireproofed  timber.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
watch  the  fate  of  this  application.  The  words 
"  Dr.  Knorr's  Antipyrine "  in  black  letters  were  regis- 
tered as  a  trade-mark  (No.  42,855)  as  the  result  of  an 
application  on  February  12,  1885.  That  was  about  a 
year  after  a  patent  for  the  production  of  Knorr's 
pyrazalone  derivative  was  granted.  It  was  about  a 
year  later  that  the  word  "  Antipyrine "  was  first  used 
in  "  The  Lancet,"  July  5,  1884,  p.  32.  When  the  patent 
expired  in  1898  we  were  informed  by  Messrs.  Meister, 
Lucius  &  Briining's  agents  in  London  that  they  claimed 
"the  word  '  Antipyrin  '  without  the  'Knorr.'"  The 
trade  have  respected  this  claim  to  a  certain  extent, 
"  Phenazone "  and  other  names  being  more  used  with 
the  product  not  made  by  Messrs.  Meister,  Lucius  & 
Briining.  The  fireproofed  timber  application  may  carry 
the  question  of  the  first  user's  rights  a  step  further 
than  it  has  been,  and  may  give  us  a  decision  with  respect 
to  the  modifying  effect  of  a  proper  name  in  conjunction 
with  an  invented  word. 


Foreign  Trade  in  August. 

For  the  first  time  this  year  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns 
show  a  substantial  decline  in  imports  during  the  past 
month,  while  the  increase  in  exports  is  slight  compared 
with  August  1912.  Two  factors  account  for  this  decline, 
the  first  being  that  last  month  contained  five 
Sundays,  and  therefore  one  working  day  less  than 
in  August  1912 ;  secondly,  the  comparison  runs  against 
an  abnormally  brisk  period  of  1912  following  on 
the  -settlement  of  the  transport-workers'  strike.  More- 
over, August  is  the  great  holiday  month  of  the  year.  The 
imports  for  the  month  were  valued  at  56,011,530?.,  which 
is  3,683,782?.,  or  6.1  per  cent.,  less,  the  decline  being  fairly 
evenly  distributed  over  the  three  categories.  The  greatest 
falling-off  was  in  raw  materials  by  1,431,981?.,  which 
may  be  only  temporary.    The  decline,  however,  was  all 
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round,  raw  cotton  showing  the  biggest  reduction. 
Curiously,  with  one  exception,  "oil-seeds,  nuts,  oils,  fats, 
and  gums  "  is  the  only  group  which  expanded,  the  net 
increase  being  301,1227.  Motor-spirit,  lamp-oils,  and  lin- 
seed account  for  the  bulk  of  the  improvement.  Manufac- 
tured articles  were  down  by  923,883/.,  the  total  imports 
being  15,462,325/.  In  this  section  the  decline  in  drugs 
and  chemicals  amounted  to  183.996/.,  the  shipments  being 
963,948/.  ;  but  of  thirtyrtwo  enumerated  articles,  calcium 
carbide,  tartaric  acid,  and  tanning-bark  are  the  only  three 
showing  an  advance.  Among  chemicals  the  following  were 
the  chief  .shrinkages  :  Boron  compounds,  36,832  cwt. ; 
glycerin,  8,648  cwt.  ;  potassium  compounds,  12,286/. ;  cream 
of  tartar,  1,112  cwt.  ;  acetic  acid  (other  than  for  table 
use),  1,497  cwt.;  bleaching-materials,  8,950  cwt.;  soda 
compounds,  1,629  cwt.;  and  "all  other  kinds  "  of  chemi- 
cals, 29,325/.  The  decreases  in  drugs  and  chemicals  include 
one  of  195,055  oz.  in  quinine  and  one  of  7,680/.  in  un- 
enumerated  drugs.  Taking  the  expired  portion  of  the 
year  (January- August) ,  the  imports  of  quinine  have  fallen 
by  593,582  oz.  to  1,610,428  oz.,  which  does  not  point  to 
anticipatory  requirements  being  filled  at  the  higher  prices. 

Turning  to  exports,  which  last  month  rose  by  332,008/. 
to  44,110,729/.,  or  0.7  per  cent.,  the  whole  situation  has 
been  saved  by  the  variable  item  "ships  (new),"  which 
jumped  up  by  2,246,596/.  The  delivery  of  17,500  tons  of 
war-vessels,  valued  at  2,367,100/.,  explains  this  increase. 
The  exports  of  food,  drink,  and  tobacco  fell  by  206,276/., 
raw  materials  by  269,664/.,  and  manufactured  goods 
increased  by  762,719/.  ;  but  the  inclusion  of  new  ships 
mentioned  above  sets  off  a  long  list  of  small  decreases, 
which  include  one  of  55,065/.  for  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes, 
and  colours,  valued  at  1,548,181/.  It  is  only  natural  that 
there  should  be  some  f  alling-off  in  business  during  August, 
and  taken  as  a  whole  these  figures  are  satisfactory.  The 
items  showing  expansion  were  coal  products,  not  dyes,  by 
22,439/.,  copper  sulphate  by  311  tons,  dye-stuffs  by  1,049 
cwt. ,  glycerin  by  5,866  cwt.,  soda  compounds  by  97,675  cwt., 
sulphuric  acid  by  394  cwt. ,  and  tartaric  acid  by  188  cwt. ; 
on  the  other  hand,  bleaching-powder  registers  a  decline 
of  20,508  cwt.,  painters'  colours  of  11,425  cwt.,  potassium 
compounds  of  1,842/.,  unenumerated  chemicals  of  18,816/., 
and  drugs  and  medicines  are  26,865/.  less  at  169,571/.  Of 
quinine  the  exports  were  107,847  oz.,  or  25,642  oz.  less,  in 
addition  to  which  there  was  16,575  oz.  (2,855  oz.  in  August 
1912)  exported  as  of  "  foreign ' '  make.  So  far  this  year 
the  medicine  section  has  done  remarkably  well,  the  exports 
compared  with  the  previous  year  being  138,928/.  more 
at  1,545,432/. ;  and  taking  the  item  of  chemicals,  dings, 
dyes,  and  colours  there  is  a  gain  of  1,239,204/.  com- 
pared with  1912,  and  one  of  1,870,958/.  as  compared  with 
two  years  ago.  The  total  volume  of  the  foreign  trade 
since  the  beginning  of  the  year  is  now  as  follows  : 

Imports  (eight  months),  496,491,964?.  (increase  on  1912, 
24.673,600/.). 

Exports  (eight  months),  348,330,745/.  (increase  on  1912, 
37.252,619/.). 

Re-exports  (eight  months),  75,517.419/.  (increase  on  1912, 
632,269/.). 


Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Fund. 

The  annual  autumn  "whip-up"  for  this  Fund  is  now 
being  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  and  his  circular  contains  the  following  statement  : 

The  benefits  of  this  Fund  are  exclusively  applicable  in  oa6e 
of  need  to  any  of  the  16,000  persons  whose  names  appear 
on  the  Registers  of  pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists 
and  druggists,  or  their  widows  and  orphan  children.  The 
obligation  to  support  the  Fund  is  therefore  one  that  rests 
entirely  upon  the  pharmaceutical  calling. 


Of  the  registered  persons  for  whose  exclusive  benefit  the 
Fund  is  available  the  majority  contribute  nothing  towards  it. 

The  relief  granted-  in  1912  was  nearly  3,000/. 

To  enable  this  yearly  expenditure  to  be  maintainedt  an 
increased  amount  of  support  is  necessary. 

Every  registered  person  ought  to  give  a  small  annual  con- 
tribution, and  this  would  enable  the  Council  to  continue 
to  deal  with  the  numerous  distressing  appeals  for  assist- 
ance. It  seems  scarcely  credible  that  there  can  be  any 
registered  person  who  could  not  spare  at  least  half-a-crown 
a  year  for  the  Fund. 

Then  follow  particulars  of  a  hundred  cases  which  were 
relieved  during  1912.  We  regard  subscription  to  this 
Fund  as  a  privilege  afforded  to  everyone  on  the  register. 
Up  to  1868  its  benefits  were  confined  to  adherents  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society;  the  Act  of  that  year  threw  it 
open  to  all  on  the  register,  and  magnificent  work  has 
been  done  since,  thousands  of  men  and  women  ' '  down  in 
their  luck ' '  having  been  helped  and  comforted  by  the 
Fund.  Those  who  desire  to  exercise  the  privilege  of 
subscribing  should  remit  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Society, 
16  Bloomsbury  Square,  London,  W.C. 

Belladonna-root. 

Belladonna-root  is  one  of  the  most  variable  of  drugs, 
so  far  as  its  alkaloidal  content  is  concerned.  The  alka- 
loids vary  in  amount  with  the  age  of  the  plant  which 
yields  the  root,  as  well  as  with  the  season,  anything  from 
0.1  per  cent,  to  about  0.7  per  cent,  being  found,  with  an 
average  between  0.3  and  0.4  per  cent.  Mr.  John  C. 
Umney's  remarks  on  the  subject  in  this  issue  corroborate 
these  facts  in  one  sense,  but  the  immediate  purpose  of  his 
remarks  is  the  necessity  for  something  being  done  to 
ensure  uniform  methods  of  sampling  and  analysing 
the  commercial  drug.  It  is  obvious  that  when  a  buyer 
gets  a  parcel  offered  to  him  as  being  0.5  per  cent,  alkaloidal 
content,  and  he  finds  when  the  whole  of  the  parcel  is 
worked  up  that  0.4  per  cent,  only  is  obtained,  he  has 
paid  25  per  cent,  too  much  for  the  drug.  Yet  the  first 
analyst  was  most  probably  right  in  his  assay.  In  this 
connection  we  observe  that  Dr.  O.  Anselmino,  in  a  com- 
munication to  the  "  Archiv  der  Pharmazie  "  (1913,  361)  on 
the  alkaloidal  content  of  hyoscyamus  and  belladonna 
leaves,  gives  the  figures  that  he  obtained  for  alkaloid 
(1)  in  the  leaves,  and  (2)  in  the  extract  obtained  from  them. 
The  figures  do  not  tally,  and  the  author,  after  referring 
to  the  apparent  impossibility  of  getting  an  official  extract 
containing  0.5  per  cent,  of  alkaloid  from  leaves  con- 
taining only  0.07  per  cent.,  says  : 

During  the  experiments  it  was  shown  that  an  extract 
yield  of  over  20  per  cent,  of  the  leaves  used  was  obtained ; 
but  it  was  also  shown  that  the  results  of  the  alkaloid 
determinations  corresponded  to  the  figures  required  by  the 
"  Arznsibuch."  This  result,  according  to  the  requirement, 
however,  represents  an  impossibility,  as  it  is  hardly  con- 
ceivable that  more  alkaloids  should  be  contained,  in  the 
extract  than  were  present  in  the  leaves.  In  the  determina- 
tion of  the  alkaloids  in  the  extract  something  must  either 
be  titrated  as  alkaloid  which  is  not  alkaloid,  or,  according 
to  the  method  of  the  "  Arzneibuch,"  only  a  part  of  the 
alkaloids  really  present  (i.e.,  the  alkaloids  going  over  into 
the  extract  liquid)  is  determined  in  the  leaves,  while  the 
first  part,  for  some  reason  or  other,  16  obscured  in  the 
determination. 

It  would  be  of  value  to  have  this  matter  considered  along 
with  the  points  put  forward  by  Mr.  TJmney,  so  that 
uniformity  in  methods  of  assay  may  go  along  with  uni- 
formity of  sampling.

THE  members  of  the  Association  who  did  not  mind  the 
heat  gathered  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  on  Monday, 
August  18.  The  Cincinnati  branch  entertained  a  large 
number  of  the  members  who  passed  through  that  city 

on  Sunday,  August  17. 
They  were  shown  the 
splendid  Zoological 
Gardens,  and  in  the 
evening  "Twelfth 
Night  "  was  given  in 
the  open  air.  The  en- 
tertainments provided 
were  generous  in  the 
extreme,  including  in 
addition  a  trip  down 
the  Ohio  River  and 
an  old  -  fashioned 
barbecue. 

As  was  generally 
expected,  the  attend- 
ance of  members  was 
not  as  large  as  usual, 
owing  to  the  fact  that 
so  many  feared  the 
high  temperatures  pre- 
vailing so  far  south  in 
the  month  of  August.  Nashville  is  a  beautiful  city — 
indeed,  an  ancient  city,  so  far  as  American  cities  go — and 
the  local  committee  left  no  stone  unturned  to  give  the 
visitors  a  pleasant  week. 

The  First  General  Session. 
opened  at  3.30  on  Monday  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
'Masonic  Grand  Lodge,  under  the  presidency  of  Professor 
iW.  B.  Day,  of  Chicago.  In  his  address  the  President 
reviewed  the  year's  work  in  pharmacy,  referring  espe- 
cially to  the  new  undertakings  of  the  Association.  He 
urged  the  importance  of  establishing  permanent  head- 
quarters for  the  Association  in  some  centrally  situated 
city,  so  that  the  archives  might  be  cared  for  and  the 
various  activities  of  the  Association  grouped  and  co- 
ordinated.   As  Professor  Day  put  it  : 

"The  home  we  are  striving  for  i6  to  be  a  headquarters 
of  a  virile  organisation  just  awakening  to  a  realisation  of 
its  powers  and  its  manifold  responsibilities,  and  determined 
to  prove  its  strength  in  developing  the  true  pharmaceutical 
spirit  among  the  druggists  of  our  land."

The  expenditures  on  account  of  the  National  Formulary 
for  the  present  year  have  amounted  to  $615.35.  During 
1912  3,500  copies  of  the  National  Formulary  were  printed 
and  bound,  most  of  which  were  sold  during  the  year. 


The  report  also  dealt  with  the  method  of  publishing  and 
marketing  the  revised  edition  of  the  National  Formulary, 
and  stated  that  a  constant  campaign  for  new  members  has 
been  conducted,  by  the  Committee  on  Membership,  by  the 
local  committees  at  Nashville,  and  from  the  General  Secre- 
tary's office.  Results,  while  gratifying,  have  been  far  from 
satisfactory.  "It  is  coming  to  be  more  and  more  recog- 
nised," remarked  Dr.  Beal,  "that  membership  in  the 
A.Ph.A.  is  an  honourable  distinction  in  pharmacy,  and  in 
order  that  this  distinction  be  maintained  it  is  increasingly 
necessary  that  we  be  careful  in  the  selection  of  those  who 
are  invited  to  become  members,  and  of  those  who  apply 
for  membership  without  invitation."  The  Journal  of 'the 
Association  was  then  referred  to,  also  the  question  of  a 
permanent  home  for  the  Association.

The  officers  will  be  elected  early  next  winter  by  a  vote  by 
mail. 

Three  Divisions  of  Work. 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  business  to  be  conducted 
there  were  three  separate  divisions  of  the  Association, 
each  holding  meetings  simultaneously — viz.,  the  Ladies' 
Auxiliary,  the  Scientific  Section,  and  the  National  Asso- 
ciation of  Boards  of  Pharmacy.  At  the  first  meeting  of 
the  last-named  division  the  Chairman  (Mr.  William 
Mittlebach,  of  Boonville,  Mo.)  announced  that  three 
States  had  made  application  for  withdrawal  from  the 
Associated  Boards — viz.,  Oregon,  Ohio,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia — as  the  laws  of  these  States  make  no  provi- 
sion for  reciprocal  exchange  of  certificates.  It  was  found 
impossible  to  establish  reciprocity  with  Cuba  under  the 
existing  laws  of  that  island.  New  Hampshire  is  the 
latest  State  to  join  the  Associated  Boards.  Considerable 
interest  centred  in  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  which  was 
formed  a  year  ago.  Mrs.  John  G.  Godding,  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  presided  over  its  meetings.  The  Scientific  Section 
was  presided  over  by  the  Chairman  of  that  section,  Mr. 
Frank  R.  Eldred,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

At  a  general  session  a  Commission  on  Proprietary 
Medicines  was  authorised,  the  duty  of  which  will  be  to 
investigate  and  report  on  various  proprietary  medicines 
sold  in  the  United  States,  with  special  reference  to  their 
alcoholic  percentage  and  the  presence  of  habit-forming, 
drugs. 

The  House  of  Delegates, 
which  was  formed  a  year  ago,  dealt  with  many  important 
matters.  This  body  acts  as  a  clearing  house  for  the 
Association  in  that  all  resolutions,  requests,  and  other 
business  matters  coming  from  the  various  State  Associa- 
tions must  first  pass  through  this  body  and  be  recom- 
mended for  action  by  the  Association  or  be  tabled.  Here 
are  some  of  the  resolutions  presented  : 

(a)  Recommending  that  a.  college  diploma  be  a  requisite 
before  examination  by  State  Boards  of  Pharmacy.  (This 
resolution  precipitated  much  discussion.  It  is  felt  by  many 
that,  while  the  standard  of  examination  should  be  raised, 
care  mu6t  be  taken  not  to  educate  young  men  out  of  the- 
business.) 

(b)  Recommending  that  the  U.S. P.  and  N.F.  include  a 
list  of  utensils  necessary  for  conducting  pharmaceutical 
processes. 

(c)  Putting  the  Association  on  record  as  favouring  the 
fight  in  Congress  to  regulate  the  sale  of  narcotics,  and 
recommending  that  all  dealers  in  narcotics  be  registered. 
(The  Harrison-Wright  Bill  now  before  Congress  covers  this 
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recommendation ;  it  is  very  likely  to  be  put  on  the  statute- 
books.) 

{d)  Recommending  that  Castile  soap  be  made  the  official 
synonym  for  hard  soap,  owing  to  the  great  variation  in 
strength  and  quality  of  commercial  Castile  soap. 

(e)  Recommending  that  the  U.S.  Army  Hospital  Corps  be 
accorded  better  treatment. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Association  the  out- 
going olficers  were  re-elected  :  Chairman1,  Professor 
Eugene  E.  Eberle ;  Vice-Chairman,  Mr.  F.  C.  Godbold ; 
and  Secretary,  Mr.  Joseph  W.  England. 

History  of  Pharmacy. 
It  was  decided  at  a  meeting  of  the  Historical  Section, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  J.  G.  Godding,  to  present 
Dr.  W.  C.  Alpers'  paper  on  historical  pharmacy  at  the 
eleventh  International  Congress  at  The  Hague.  The 
official  historian,  Mr.  Caswell  A.  Mayo,  editor  of  the 
"American  Druggist,"  crystallised  the  pharmaceutical 
events  of  the  past  year  in  a  paper  which  was  well  received. 
Dr.  Alpers  was  elected  as  the  new  Chairman  of  this  sec- 
tion, and  Mr.  Mayo  was  re-elected  as  Historian. 

Compressed  Tablets. 
Dr.  Lyman  F.  Kebler,  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry, 
.Washington,  D.C.,  read  an  interesting  paper  on  tablets. 
He  said  that  compressed  tablets  first  came  into  use  in 
1843,  when  Brockenden  secured  a  patent  for  the  manu- 
facture of  "  compressed  pills,"  although  it  has  been 
claimed  that  a  die  has  been  discovered  which  was  thought 
to  have  been  used  by  the  Romans  in  compressing  medi- 
cines. Brockerrden's  tablets  were  known  to  Commodore 
Perry,  who  took  a  box  of  them  with  him  on  a  trip  to 
Japan.  Dr.  Kebler  referred  to  the  different  advances 
that  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  in  the  compression 
of  drugs,  including  the  rotary  tablet  machine,  the  tablet 
triturate,  and  Kilgore's  discovery  that  starch  favours 
and  hastens  disintegration  in  tablets.  His  paper  was 
illustrated  with  gome  fine  photographs  of  tablet  machines, 
both  ancient  and  modern. 

The  Scientific  Section 
elected  the  following  new  officers  :  Chairman,  Professor 

E.  A.  Ruddiman,  Nashville,  Tenn.  ;  First  Vice-Chairman, 
Dr.  Herman  Engelhardt,  Baltimore,  Mo.  ;  Second  Vice- 
Chairman,  Professor  Chas.  E.  Caspari,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  ; 
and  Secretary,  Professor  Wilbur  L.  Scoville,  Detroit, 
Mich.  Dr.  Albert  Schneider,  of  San  Francisco,  gave  an 
account  of  the  various  pills,  tablets,  and  powders  im- 
ported from  China  and  Japan  into  the  United  States. 

At  a  meeting  of  the 

Practical  Pharmacy  and  Dispensing  Section 
the  Chairman  (Mr.  J.  Leon  Lascoff)  made  some  excellent 
suggestions,    which  were  favourably  reported  on  by  a 
committee.    Among  other  things  he  suggested  : 

(a)  That  State  laws  be  enacted  preventing  anyone  except 
a  licensed  pharmacist  f roan  owning  a  drug-store,  and 
eliminating  the  sale  of  poisonous  or  deleterious  drugs  in 
groceries  or  general  stores  in  the  smaller  towns  and  villages. 

(6)  That  the  prescription  department  should  be  run  under 
sanitary  conditions. 

(c)  That  pharmacists  be  certified,  so  that  a  pharmacy 
may  be  distinguished  from  a  drug-store.  (There  is  a  grow- 
ing feeling  that  the  drug-stores  of  to-day  will  sooner  or 
later  fall  into  two  distinct  categories — the  pharmaceutical 
and  the  purely  commercial.) 

(d)  That  all  poisons  be  kept  and  dispensed  in  bottles 
having  a  distinctive  colour  and  form.  (At  a  subsequent 
discussion  Dr.  Bernard  Fautus'  talk  on  tablets  led  to  the 
endorsement  of  a  blue  colouring  for  perchloride  of  mercury 
tablets.)

Next  Year. 

At  a  general  session  Detroit  was  selected  as  the  place 
of  meeting  for  the  1914  Convention.  Mr.  E.  Berger  was 
nominated  to  the  chairmanship  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Boards  of  Pharmacy. 


National  Health  Insurance. 

Administration  of  Medical  Benefit  as  regards 
Chemists'  Interests. 


Medical  Benefit  Administration. 

With  special  reference  to  the  supply  of  medicines  and 
appliances. 

Bournemouth.— The  local  "N.I.  Formulary"  has 
been  published  by  the  Bournemouth  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  This  contains  the  trade-names  and  their 
equivalents  of  ten  drugs  and  thirty-seven  formulae  (for 
three  gargles,  five  lotions,  twenty-seven  mixtures,  one  pill, 
and  one  tablet).  The  quantities  of  the  mixtures  are  given 
for  each  dose  (usually  half-ounce).    It  is  well  done. 

Broadbottom.— A  chemist's  shop  has  been  opened  at 
this  place,  where  insured  persons  complained  some  time 
ago  of  the  long  distances  they  had  to  go  to  get  their  pre- 
scriptions dispensed. 

Falkirk. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Burgh  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  September  4  reference  was  made  in  the  minutes 
of  the  previous  meeting  to  a  decision  to  request  a  doctor  in 
the  district  to  refund  one-half  of  the  amount  of  an  account 
for  morphia  supplied  by  a  chemist  on  the  doctor's  prescrip- 
tion. Dr.  Mitchell  wished  to  bring  the  matter  up  again 
for  reconsideration,  because  of  further  information,  and 
because  of  certain  irregularities  in  dealing  with  the  question. 
The  Chairman  ruled  that  the  matter  was  out  of  order, 
and  suggested  that  Dr.  Mitchell  should  bring  it  before  a 
committee.  It  is  understood  that  more  will  be  heard  of 
the  matter. 

Hampshire.  —  At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
on  September  1  it  was  reported  that  complaints  had  been 
received  from  chemists  as  to  errors  in  checking  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Committee.  The  Medical  Benefit  Sub- 
Committee  had  pointed  out  in  reply  that  the  checking  was 
done  by  that  Committee  at  the  request  of  the  chemists  them- 
selves. It  was  also  pointed  out  that  the  system  was  open 
to  objection,  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee 
were  interested  parties.  A  suggestion  from  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  that  he  undertake  the  checking 
of  the  prescriptions  for  the  past  quarter  at  the  price  paid 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  for  one  quarter 
was  adopted.  The  Finance  Sub-Committee  reported  that 
cheques  to  the  amount  of  1,022^.  13s.  Wd.  had  been  drawn 
in  payment  of  chemists'  accounts.  In  consequence  of  a  com- 
munication to  the  effect  that  many  chemists  were  unable 
to  inspect  the  lists  of  doctors  at  the  head  office  at  Win- 
chester, it  was  decided  to  forward  lists  to  the  clerks  of  the 
District  Committees,  at  whose  offices  chemists  would  be 
allowed  to  inspect  them.  The  request  that  these  be  supplied 
direct  to  chemists  on  application  was  refused,  as  the  local 
Medical  Committee  objected  thereto. 

Isle  of  Wight.— At  the  September  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  it  was  reported  that  chemists  had  been  paid 
90  per  cent,  of  their  accounts  for  the  July  quarter.  With 
regard  to  the  prescriptions  disallowed  by  the  checker  for 
the  quarter  ended  April  4,  the  Committee  had  gone  care- 
fully into  the  matter  with  the  Isle  of  Wight  Pharmacists' 
Association,  and  had  agreed  to  allow  certain  of  the  dis- 
allowed prescriptions,  and  these  would  be  re-rendered  for 
payment  in  the  next  quarter's  accounts. 

Lancashire.  — The  County  Insurance  Committee  have 
paid  the  chemists  on  the  panel  the  full  amount  of  their 
accounts. 

London.— The  Southwark  Board  of  Guardians  has  de- 
cided that  the  dispensers  at  the  Board's  various  institutions 
should  not  be  allowed  to  go  on  the  chemists'  panel,  and 
the  insured  resident  staff  will  in  future  have  to  obtain 
medicines,  etc.,  from  outside  chemists. 

Manchester.— The  Insurance  Committee  of  the  Man- 
chester Pharmaceutical  Association  has  issued  a  circular  to 
chemists  on  the  panel  containing  general  instructions  relat- 
ing to  proprietary  medicines,  foods,  appliances,  etc.  These 
fall  under  seven  headings,  viz.  : 

(1)  Proprietary  brands  of  standard  preparations  and  drugs  An 
the  B.P.  or  "  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  ''  should  not  be 
supplied — e.g.,  a  proprietary  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  for  omuls,  ol. 
morrh.  e.  hypoph.  (2)  No  proprietary  galenical  or  drugs  6hould 
be  supplied  in  bulk,  but  may  be  supplied  as  on  ingredient  in  a 
prescription,.  (2)  Stamped  patents  or  secret  medicines  should  not 
be  supplied  under  any  circumstances.  (4)  Charges  for  combina- 
tions of  ordinary  drugs  under  .name®  of  special  makers  (wholesale 
druggists)  will  be  disallowed',  and  such  prescriptions  should  be 
dispensed'  from  the  published  formula;  after  Informing  the  doctor. 
(5)  Ordinary  drugs  exhibited'  in>  special  proprietary  form  which 
can  be  dispensed  in  equally  effective  or  similar  form  should  not 
be  supplied.  (6)  Disinfectants,  foods,  and  all  preparations  not 
strictly    for  medicinal   use   (either   internally    or    for  outward 
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application)  should  not  be  supplied.  (7)  Only  appliances  on  the 
schedule  will  be  paid  for. 

Provisions  (4)  and  (5)  come  into  operation  on  September  15. 
The  circular  contains  also  a  list  of  articles  in  the  second 
quarter's  prescriptions  which  have  been  disallowed.  This  con- 
tains the  articles  disallowed  in  the  first,  quarter's  prescrip- 
tions (G.  <!•  D.,  June  28,  index  folio  983),  with  the  following 
additions:  Adalin  tablets,  Bishop's  effervescents  (non-pro- 
prietary value  allowed),  chloretone  ointment,  cystopurm 
tablets,  Condv's  fluid,  Coutt's  acetic  acid,  oleum  deelinse, 
Fletcher's  hydrobromates,  formitrol  tablets,  Gamgee  tissue, 
glycothlymohne,  glyoo-heroin,  Hay/den' s  viburnum  comp., 
liajmatogen,  iracose,  iodex,  iodipin,  capsules,  Iceland-moss 
pads,  jothion  ointment,  Kepler  malt-preparations,  Karswood 
creosote,  listerin,  lysol,  maltine  preparations,  proprietary 
adhesive  plasters,  s'phagnol,  storaxol.  The  circular  closes 
with  Regulation  44  (2).  the  part  relating  to  the  power  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  "  to  reduce  or  disallow  any  item 
of  any  account  submitted  to  them"  being  heavily  under- 
lined.'' The  circular  is  appreciated  generally  by  the  local 
letail  trade.  Chemists  are  surprised  at  the  high  percentage 
of  prescriptions  they  are  receiving,  and  the  expected  drop 
during  the  summer'  months  has  not  been  as  great  as  was 
anticipated,  while  there  seems  to  be  a  steady  rise  in  the 
average  price  per  prescription. 

Newport  (Mon.).-At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  the  clerk  reported  that  some  chemists  had  charged 
an  additional  Id.  for  each  prescription  marked  "  Repeat." 
In  reply  to  his  letter,  the  Welsh  Insurance  Commissioners 
had  suggested  a  conference  between  the  representatives  of 
the  Committee,  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  and  the 
local  Medical  Committee. 

Norwich.  —The  payments  made  to  chemists  for  the  half- 
year  amount  to  1,380/.  17s.  Id.,  being  697;.  8s.  9cZ.  for  the 
first  quarter  and  6837.  8s.  6(7.  for  the  second  quarter. 

Rochdale.  —  The  Insurance  prescriptions  during  the 
second  quarter  numbered  29,113,  the  average  price  being 
8-34(7.,  thus  being  1,356  fewer  than  that  of  the  first  quarter. 
The  gross  co6t  of  drugs  was  up  85/.  4s.,  an  advance  of 
1.04(2.  per  prescription.— The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
reported  to  the  Insurance  Committee  on  September  1  the 
result  of  a  meeting  between  Dr.  R.  J.  Harris  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  local  Pharmacists'  Association  relative  to 
the  supply  of  homoeopathic  drugs.  After  a  long  interview 
an  arrangement  had  been  arrived  at,  which,  if  carried  out, 
would,  be  satisfactory  to  all  parties.  Mr.  J.  Asquith  said 
there  was  a  certain  amount  of  truth  in  Dr.  Harris's  charges 
as  to  the  way  in  which  homoeopathic  prescriptions  were  made 
up,  and  the  delay  in  regard  to  them.  The  major  portion  of 
the  complaints  came  when  the  Act  was  put  in  operation.  Mr. 
Thomas  observed  that  it  was  also  only  fair  to  say  that  the 
Sub-Committee  did  not  blame  the  chemists  as  a  whole  for 
not  dealing  satisfactorily  with  the  very  intricate  and  diffi- 
cult subject  of  homoeopathic  dispensing.  Mi-.  Redfern 
asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  overcharges  in  the  chemists' 
accounts  amounting  to  13/.,  the  under-charges  being  enly 
1/.  The  Clerk  said  most  of  the  '  accounts  were  more  or 
less  wrong,  the  net  result  being  in  some  cases  an  under- 
charge and  in  others  an  overcharge.  Mr.  Thomas  asked  if 
it  was  not  correct  that  some  charges  for  goods  not  on  the 
tariff  had  been  crossed  off  by  the  checker.  He  added  :  "  The 
chemist  is  learning  by  bitter  experience  that  he  cannot 
supply  certain  things."  He  also  observed  that  the  over- 
charges only  amounted  to  1£  per  cent.,  13/.  on  1,0002.  not 
being  much,  as  the  pricing  of  drugs  was  a  very  difficult 
business.  If  an  article  came  to  three  farthings,  the  checker 
knocked  it  down  to  a  halfpenny ;  they  could  not  wonder 
that  sometimes  the  chemist  put  down  a  penny  as  the  charge 
for  it.  The  Mayor  closed  the  discussion  by  remarking  that 
the  chemists,  who  were  a  very  honourable  body  of  men, 
■were  quite  exonerated. 

Salford.— The  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  issued  on 
September  1  a  list  to  chemists  on  the  Salford  panel  relat- 
ing to  alterations  in  prices  for  dispensing  and  various  other 
matters,  arranged  under  various  heads,  including  the  follow- 
ing: 

Capsules. — Capsules  not  included  dn  the  tariff  to  be  charged  at 
Ad.  per  dozen  without  dispeneing-fc-e,  except  those  containing  ex- 
pensive ingredients,  in  which  case  charge  cost  of  ingredients 
^specified)  with  the  addition  of  dispensing-fee  according  to 
tariff. 

Confections. — Mixture  of  confections  to  bear  dispensing-fee  as- 
an  ointment.    Honey  to  be  charged  8rf.  a  lb. 

Containers. — All  containers  to  be  charged  as  a  deposit. 

Dispensing-fee. — No  extra  emulsion  fee  is  allowed  for  cm-ills-,  ol. 
morrhuoe,  lin.  terebinth.,  or  lim.  pot.  iod.  cum  sapone. 

Dressings. — Weight  of  lint,  etc.,  ordered-  by  -measure  to  be 
marked  on  the  prescription.  When  a  "  bandage  "  is  ordered,  the 
cheapest  should  be  supplied,  and  the  width  and  kind  marked  on 
prescription. 


Lozenges. — All  lozenges  to  be  supplied  by  weight  at  a  charge 
of  4(/.  per  oz.,  without  dispensing-fee. 

Stock  or  Proprietary  Suppositories  and  Ointments. — Charge  list 
price  plus  33J  per  cent,  and  a  uniform  dispensing-fee,  7>d. 
Where  ointments  -are  endorsed  with  the  name  of  a  wholesale  house 
(i.e.,  which  the  chemist  is  not  entitled  to  make),  to  be  charged 
at  list  price  per  lb.,  the  cost  of  1  oz.  being  obtained  by  dividing 
by  11,  with  a  uniform  dispensing-fee  of  id. 

Tablets. — Proprietary  tablets  and  pills  not  on  the  tariff  to  bo 
charged  list  price  plus  per  cent,  and1  a  uniform  dispensing- 
fee  of  id.  All  other  tablets  4d.  per  dozen  without  dispensing - 
fee. 

Tinctures. — Quantities  up  to  m  45  to  be  charged  Id.,  from 
an.  45  to  gij.  Id. 

Water. — Unless  "  Aq.  dest."  is  prescribed,  no  charge  to  be  made 
for  "water  (plain). 

The  following  articles  not  on  the  tariff  may  be  supplied-  when 
ordered:  Jacouette  or  oiled  silk  at  4rf.  per  square  foot  or  less; 
iodoform  gauze,  4d.  per  yard ;  elastic  web  bandage,  2-J-in-.  Id. 
per  yard,  J-in.  Sd.  per  yard. 

Codl-Livc-r  Oil  and  Malt  Preparations. — Not  more  than  1  lb. 
a  week  of  malt  and  oil  must  !be  supplied  to  any  patient,  and 
the  dose  clearly  marked  on  the  container..  The  maximum  amount 
of  cod-liver  oil  emulsion  which  may  be  supplied  to  one  patient 
in  a  week  is  10  oz.  (These  quantities1  have  been  fixed  by  the 
Salford  Medical  Committee.) 

Repeats. — After  August  51  no  repeat  prescriptions  will  be  passed 
for  payment. 

The  alterations  in  prices  sanctioned  include  bism.  carb.  3ij., 
Vsd. ;  tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.  co.  (B.P.  1885  or  1898),  Id.  dr., 
6(7.  oz.  Inf.  buchu  or  senega?,  Id.  for  3  oz.  or  part  thereof  ; 
and  all  tariff  vinous  preparations  at  3(7.  per  oz.  There 
is  also  an  instruction  against  supplying  expensive  proprie- 
tary articles  and  dressings.  No  deductions  have  been  made 
for  such  articles  up  to  the  present,  but  no  charge  for  these 
will  be  passed  after  September  14.  Our  local  correspondent 
points  out  that  the  price  for  honey  is  below  the  wholesale 
rate  for-  English  and  some  of  the  better  foreign  kinds. 

Sheffield.— The  reconsideration  of  the  drug  tariff  will 
shortly  take  place,  and  any  alterations  desired  should  bo 
brought  forward  by  the  beginning  of  November,  in  order 
to  comply  with  the  statutory  two  months'  notice.  It  is  not 
considered  likely  that  the  existing  list  will  suffer  much 
change. 

Staffordshire.  —The  Insurance  Committee  had  before 
them  on  September  6  a  letter  from  Mr.  E.  Griffiths,  chemist, 
Kidsgrove,  complaining  that  insured  persons  were  being 
advised  to  take  their  prescriptions  to  a  particular  chemist. 
It  was  decided  to  write  to  the  doctor  concerned,  asking  for 
his  observations.  The  return  of  accounts  -showed  that  for 
the  first  quarter  124,510  prescript-ions  had  been  dispensed  at 
an  average  cost  of  6.28c7.  each.  It  was  decided  to  pay  the 
balance  of  917/.  13s.  3r7..  due  to  chemists  for  the  first  quarter, 
and  90  per  cent,  of  their  accounts  for  the  second  quarter. 

Tilbury.  — At  a  meeting  of  the  Tilbury  Urban  Council  on 
September  1,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  if  it  was  a  fact  that 
there  was  now  no  chemist's  establishment  at  Tilbury,  and 
that  insured  persons  had  to  travel  to  Grays  to  get  their 
prescriptions  dispensed,  Dr.  Rogers  said  there  was  now  no 
chemist  in  the  town,  but  Dr.  Fowler  and  himself  supplied 
insured  persons  with  medicines  at  the  request  of  the  Essex 
Insurance  Committee,  so  that  no  inconvenience  was  caused. 

Westmortai d.  At  the  September  meeting  of  the  Insur- 
ance Committee,  on  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  G.  N.  M.  Birkett, 
chemist  and  druggist.  Kendal,  it  was  decided  to  pay  90  per 
cent,  of  the  chemists'  accounts  at  once. 

Worcestershire.— A  Special  Sub-Committee  reported  last 
week  that,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  doctors  rendering 
detailed  acounts  for  emergency  medicines  supplied  by  them 
to  insured  persons,  they  recommended  the  payment  of  a 
flat  rate  cf  6(7.  per  prescription,  or,  as  an  alternative,  a 
capitation-fee  of  Is.  per  100  insured  persons  per  quarter. 
The  Insurance  Committee  adopted  the  latter  mode  of  pay- 
ment. 


Pharmaceutical  Standing  Committee  on 
Insurance. 

A  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  was  held  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  Thursday,  September  11. 
Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell  presided,  and  also  present  were  Messrs. 
Edmund  White  (President  P.S.G.B.),  D.  Arnott,  E. 
Carpenter,  J.  H.  Cuff,  R.  F.  Clarke,  J.  P.  Gilmour, 
H.  G.  Greenish,  T.  Guthrie,  G.  A.  Harmer,  J.  Ruther- 
ford Hill,  J.  F.  Harrington,  G.  V.  C.  Last,  A.  L.  Milne, 
T.  W.  Townley,  E.  S.  Waring,  and  W.  J.  Uglow  Wool- 
cock  (Secretary).  Mr.  A.  J.  Chater  was  also  present  on 
the  invitation  of  the  Chairman.  Apologies  for  absence 
were  read  from  Messrs.  H.  Kemp,  F.  J.  Gibson,  J.  W. 
Sutherland,  J.  B.  Francis,  A.  Hagon,  C.  B.  Allen, 
J.  C.  Pentney,  C.  T.  Cockburn,  and  E.  T.  Neather- 
coat. 
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Finances. 

After  the  reading  of  the  minutes  the  Secretary  pre- 
sented the  baiance-sheet,  which  showed  that  the  Standing 
Committee  had  a  balance  in  hand  of  467?.  15s.  The 
balance-sheet  was  received  and  adopted,  and  satisfaction 
was  expressed  at  the  excellent  manner  in  which  the  local 
Associations  and  various  firms  and  persons  connected  with 
pharmacy  had  responded  to  the  Committee's  appeal. 

Joint  Standing  Committee. 
The  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
which  took  place  on  May  21,  was  read,  and  the  Chairman, 
commenting  upon  it,  suggested  the  advisability  of  the 
modification  in  the  constitution  of  the  Joint  Standing 
Committee.  After  careful  consideration  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  the  Joint  Standing  Committee 
(which  should  deal  as  an  executive  with  international 
matters  under  the  Insurance  Act)  should  consist  of  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  English  National  Com- 
mittee, the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of  the  Scottish 
National  Committee,  and  the  Chairman  and  Secretary  of 
the  Welsh  National  Committee,  together  with  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  a  representative  of 
the  Drug  Companies'  Association,  and  a  representative  of 
the  Wholesale  Trade,  to  be  nominated  by  the  Drug  Club. 
It  was  decided  that  in  future  the  work  devolving  on  the 
Standing  Committee  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  carried 
out  by  the  three  National  Committees.  The  Joint  Com- 
mittee to  deal  with  matters  affecting  the  whole  of 
England,  Wales,  and  Scotland. 

Other  Business. 

The  Committee  also  had  under  consideration  the 
question  of  the  "one-mile  limit."  The  constitution  of 
the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committees  to  be  set  up  under 
Section  33  of  the  National  Insurance  Act,  1913,  was  also 
discussed,  and  the  Committee  instructed  the  pharmaceu- 
tical representatives  on  the  Advisory  Committee  as  to 
the  line  of  action  which  should  be  taken. 

The  revision  of  the  tariff  was  then  proceeded  with, 
and  the  Committee  was  still  sitting  when  we  went  to 
press.

Bristol.— The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bristol  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  under  the  presidency  of  Mr  F  Moss 
Mr.  W.  T.  Pitchford  (Hon.  Secretary),  in  his  annual  report^ 
stated  that  the  Association  had  fifty-seven  members  and  two 
honorary  members,  only  two  chemists  in  the  city  not  being 
members.  The  average  attendance  at  meetings  was 
twenty-four.  Insurance  work  had  gone  on  very  smoothly. 
Mr.  J.  R.  Rees  presented  the  balance-sheet,  which  showed 
a  credit  in  hand  of  over  13?.  The  Committee  which  had 
been  considering  the  raising  of  prices  of  certain  proprietary 
articles  presented  a  report,  and  it  was  decided  to  take  a 
vote  of  chemists  on  the  subject.  Some  considerable  time 
was  occupied  by  a  discussion  on  the  proposal  that  the  Asso- 
ciation should  subscribe  to  a  fund  to  obtain  another  member 
of  Parliament  representing  the  profession,  and  eventually 
it  was  decided  to  communicate  with  the  Registrar  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  further  information.  A  postal 
vote  is  being  taken  for  the  election  of  officers. 

The  Hull  Pharmacists'  Association  held  the  opening 
meeting  of  the  session  at  the  Grosvenor  Hotel  on  Tuesday 
evening.  September  9,  Mr.  T.  Smith  presiding  over  ah 
attendance  of  twenty-two.  The  Secretary  said  he  had  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Woolcock  stating 
that  the  proper  charge  on  all  quantities  up  to  119  minims 
is  at  the  drachm  rate,  all  quantities  above  that  being  at 
the  ounce  rate.  They  should  claim  the  amounts  struck  off 
their  accounts,  so  that  the  adjustments  might  be  made  at  the 
end  of  the  fourth  quarter.  On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Selle, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Tebb,  it  was  decided  to  write  to  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  requesting  that  chemists  should  be  informed 
where  their  accounts  were  wrong,  so  as  to  obviate  the 
need  for  personal  attendance.  Other  Insurance  dispensing 
matters  were  brought  up  and  discussed,  especially  repeats, 
difficulties  being  mentioned ;  and  Mr.  Robinson  read  a  letter 
he  had  received  from  Mr.  Woolcock,  in  which  he  suggested 
that  the  proper  course  would  be  to  approach  the  Medical 
Committee.  Mr.  Spilman  moved,  and  Mr.  Robinson 
seconded,  a  resolution  that  the  doctors  be  requested  to  re- 
frain from  ordering  repeat  prescriptions.  This  was  carried. 
On  the  question  of  prescribing  proprietary  medicines,  Mr. 
Staning  said  that  already  the  Medical  Committee  had  cir- 
cularised the  doctors,  deprecating  their  use,  and  suggesting 
that  the  equivalent  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  should  be  used. 
Mr.  Staning  added  that  where  a  proprietary  medicine  was 
ordered  the  name  of  the  doctor  and  the  patient  should  be 
notified  by  telephone  to  the  Insurance  Committee's  offices, 
and  the  Committee  would  see  the  doctor  on  the  matter.  It 
being  reported  that  under  the  Amendment  Act  chemists  are 
entitled  to  have  a  committee  of  their  own  after  October  13, 
the  following  were  elected:  Messrs.  Smith  (Chairman), 
Staning,  Stoakes,  Earle,  Jones,  Selle.  Spilman,  Wharton. 
Newton,  Whitelam,  and  Robinson.  The  next  meeting  will 
be  on  October  7.

To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in 
many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers 
receive  the  goods  into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be 
incurred  in  garbling  and  the  like.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher 
prices  than  those  here  quoted  are  charged  for  selected  qualities 
of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers 
cannot,  therefore,  for  these  and  other  reasons,  expect  to 
purchase  at  the  prices  quoted  here.

ALTHOUGH  there  have  been  fewer  developments  and 
market-price  changes  this  week,  business  is  of  fair 
average  volume  in  the  general  markets.  The  chief  altera- 
tions among  chemicals  include  a  further  advance  in  copper 
sulphate  and  ammonium  sulphate,  and  an  easier  tone  in 
arsenic.  Cream  of  tartar  has  risen  a  further  Is.,  while 
both  citric  acid  and  tartaric  acid  are  the  turn  firmer.  Ger- 
man refined  camphor  has  been  reduced.  Cocaine  and 
morphine  are  both  quiet.  Turkish  opium  is  steady  at  the 
recent  reduction,  and  Persian  remains  strong.  Sudan 
acacia  gums  are  film.  New  Florentine  orris  will  again 
be  dear  this  season,  and  higher  prices  are  asked  for 
euonymus-Bark.  Quillaia  is  scarce  on  spot,  and  for  Russian 
cantharides  extreme  prices  are  wanted.  Among  essential 
oils,  American  peppermint  in  tins  and  the  bottled  product 
show  a  substantial  advance,  with  a  good  business.  Lemon 
oil  is  dearer  for  new  crop,  bergamot  and  orange  being 
unchanged.  Star  anise  is  steady,  and  in  clove  oil  a  decline 
of  2c?.  has  taken  place,  with  cheaper  raw  material  in  pro- 
spect ;  cassia  oil  to  arrive  is  easier ;  minor  changes  in 
oils  include  a  reduction  in  celery,  and  higher  prices  for 
nutmeg  and  caraway.  In  fixed  oils,  castor  is  steady  and 
apricot  or  peach  kernel  oil  dearer.  Cod-liver  is  a  dead 
letter,  and  turpentine  cheaper.  The  more  important  changes 
are  as  follows  :

American  Bromine. 

"  The  Production  of  Salt  and  Bromine  in  the  United  States 
during  1912  "  is  the  title  of  a  twenty-three  page  pamphlet 
by  W.  C.  Phalen  which  will  appear  in  the  annual  volume 
of  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey.  The  production  of  salt  is 
dealt  with  in  detail,  but  for  an  account  of  the  bromine  in- 
dustry the  reader  is  referred  to  previous  reports  of  the 
Geological  Survey.  Figures  are  given  showing  the  pro- 
duction and  value  of  bromine  from  1880  to  1912,  the  output 
in  the  latter  year  being  647,200  lb.,  against  651,541  lb.  in 
1911;  for  the  three  years  1905-7  over  1,000,000  lb.  was 
produced  annually. 

New  Zealand  Honey. 

The  export  trade  in  New  Zealand  honey  has  received  a 
great  fillip  this  season  by  reason  of  growers  in  Canterbury 
and  in  Taranaki  co-operating  in  the  shipment  of  large 
uniform  lines  to  the  British  market.  At  the  request  of  the 
shippers,  officers  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Indus- 
tries, and  Commerce,  graded  the  honey  prior  to  shipment, 
an  arrangement  of  distinct  advantage  to  both  the  growers 
and  the  industry.  An  official  report  from  Christchurch  states 
that  "  a  cable  offering  Ad.  per  lb.  in  bulk  for  honey  exported 
and  Government  graded  has  been  received,  but  not  accepted, 
the  producer  anticipating  a  better  price  when  the  honey  is 
landed." 

German  East  African  Copal. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade,  commerce,  and  general 
economic  position  of  German  East  Africa,  Mr.  Vice-Consul 
Norman  King  states  that  the  production  of  copal  is  wholly 
in  the  hands  of  the  natives,  who  resort  to  it  only  when  more 
lucrative  and  less  laborious  employment  fails.  The  grow- 
ing demand  for  plantation  hands  has  probably  caused  many 


natives  to  abandon  the  collection  of  copal.  It  is  also  con- 
tended, that  the  supply  is  becoming  exhausted.  Whatever 
the  cause,  the  export  of  copal  has  declined  during  recent 
years.  The  amount  exported  in  1910  was  22  per  cent,  less 
than  the  amount  in  1909,  and  the  figures  for  1911  show  a 
further  decrease  from  111  to  95  tons.  Exports,  which  are 
made  chiefly  to  Zanzibar,  are  as  follows:  1909,  317,979  lb. 
(7,578?.);  1910,  245,449  lb.  (7,446?.);  1911,  209,987  lb.  (5.369?.). 

Opium  at  Hong  Kong. 

The  effect  of  the  Chinese  Opium  Agreement  of  1911  is 
becoming  increasingly  apparent  in  the  remarkable  decreases 
in  the  imports  into  the  Hong-Kong  market  from  various 
sources  during  the  past  year.  From  the  annual  report 
just  to  hand  on  the  affairs  of  Hong-Kong,  from  which  most 
of  the  transhipment  trade  with  China  is  clone,  it  appears 
that  the  imports  of  opium  into  the  colony  show  a  decrease 
of  over  8,900  chests,  or  42  per  cent.,  while  the  exports  from 
Hong-Kong  fell  away  by  nearly  6,800  chests,  or  34  per  cent. 
The  figures  for  the  last  five  years  are  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing table :

The  legitimate  importation  of  morphine  and  cocaine  (says 
the  report)  has  ceased,  except  for  such  quantities  as  are 
required  for  medicinal  purposes  in  the  colony.  The  trade 
in  onium  compounds  is  now  confined  to  exportation  to  Java 
for  the  use  of  the  Dutch  Government  monopoly. 


Swiss  Chemical  Trade. 

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Zurich  (Mr.  J.  C.  Milligan), 
in  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Switzerland  for  1912, 
makes  a  number  of  suggestions  for  the  improvement  of 
British  trade  with  Switzerland.  There  is  a  marked  contrast 
between  British  exports  to  Switzerland  and  Swiss  exports 
to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  former  being  extremely  small. 
As  regards  the  chemical  industry,  the  following  figures 
represent  the  imports  and  exports  for  1911  and  1912  :

The  Casein  Industry. 


DURING  the  last .  few  years  the  use  of  casein  for 
manufacturing  purposes  has  considerably  increased 
in  Europe,  especially  as  a  concentrated  foodstuff,  also 
in  cold-water  paints,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  paper. 
In  the  last-named  industry  many  German  paper-mills 
have  altered  their  machinery  to  adapt  it  for  the  use  of 
casein  surface-paper  only,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
prospects  for  the  industry  are  good.  With  this  end 
in  view,  New  Zealand  dairy  companies  have  decided 
to  take  up  the  manufacture  on  an  extensive  co-operative 
scale.  Prior  to  this  Mr.  J.  Pedersen,  Dairy  Instructor 
to  the  New  Zealand  Department  of  Agriculture,  made 
a  special  visit  to  Europe  to  study  the  question,  and  he 
has  published  a  full  report,  in  which  he  states  that  it  is 
only  during  the  last  ten  years  that  the  casein  industry 
has  developed,  its  origin  being  the  United  States  and 


Germany,  and  in  the  last  five  years  the  output  has  in- 
creased by  over  100  per  cent.  Three  years  ago  Denmark 
commenced  the  manufacture  of  casein,  and  has  now 
three  hundred  factories  in  operation.  In  1911  the  price 
for  casein  was  84m.  per  100  kilos,  net  at  the  factory  in 
Denmark,  but  this  price  was  exceptional,  being  due  to 
drought  in  the  Argentine  and  elsewhere,  which  necessi- 
tated American  manufacturers  buying  casein  in  Europe. 
Mr.  Pedersen  considers  that  the  production  of  casein 
in  Europe  is  likely  to  decrease  in  future,  because  skim- 
milk  is  being  used  more  and  more  as  a  food.  Mr. 
Pedersen  states  that  the  outlook  for  casein  manufacture 
in  New  Zealand  is  good,  but  those  who  are  more 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  current  market  conditions 
for  casein  take  exception  to  this  statement,  and  inform 
us  that  there  is  a  considerable  over-production  in 
Europe,  present  prices  being  low  and  competition  keen. 
During  the  year  of  drought  (1911),  when  the  price 
advanced  enormously,  several  prominent  paint-manufac- 
turers were  compelled  to  cease  using  casein,  and  they 
found  an  efficient  substitute  which  they  have  adopted 
and  are  not  likely  to  stop  using.  The  lactic-acid  system 
of  making  casein  discovered  by  Mr.  0.  Wennewold,  a 
dairy  expert  in  the  employment  of  the  Danish  Govern- 
ment, is  the  most  successful  process.  Since  Mr. 
Pedersen's  report  was  published,  we  understand  that  the 
manufacture  has  commenced  on  a  fairly  extensive  scale 
in  New  Zealand,  but  in  view  of  the  present  European 
conditions  it  would  be  wise  to  go  slowly.

Belladonna-root  Analysis. 

Sir, — The  increasing  extent  to  which  analytical  valua- 
tion is  being  used  on  the  drug-market  is  certainly  highly 
advantageous  both  to  buyer  and  seller,  if  every  precau- 
tion be  taken  in  the  methods  of  sampling,  and  uniformity 
be  adopted  in  the  processes  of  valuation. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  some  correspondence  took 
place  comparatively  recently  regarding  the  method  of 
"returning"  the  figures  for  the  resin  percentage  of  jalap, 
which  has  resulted  in  a  uniform  practice  being  adopted. 
I  -wish  now  to  call  particular  attention  to  difficulties  that 
are  arising  in  the  sale  of  belladonna-root  by  analysis. 
There  is  no  difficulty  whatever  in  the  analysis  itself, 
but  there  can  be  no  question  that  belladonna-root  varies 
enormously  in  alkaloidal  value,  and  it  is  necessary,  in 
order  to  have  an  accurate  valuation  of  a  shipment  of, 
say,  ten  bales  of  the  root,  to  have  a  sample  of  several 
pounds  at  least,  taken  from  different  parts  of  each  bale. 

Discrepancies  amounting  to  as  much  as  0.2  per  cent, 
out  of  0.5  per  cent,  have  been  brought  under  my  notice 
comparatively  recently,  and  variation  of  0.1  per  cent,  is 
quite  common.  This  even  means,  of  course,  a  difference 
in  value  of  practically  20  per  cent.,  which  is  very  material. 
May  I  suggest,  therefore,  that  in  sampling  this  root  for 
market  valuation  the  samples  should  be  drawn  on  the 
lines  suggested  in  this  letter  ?— Faithfully  yours.

The  Tuberculins. 

Sir,— Referring  to  the  leading  article  in  your  issue  of 
August  3,  "  Tuberculin  in  the  Pharmacy,"  it  is  of  import- 
ance to  remember  that  the  value  of  tuberculin,  either  as 
a  diagnostic  or  therapeutic  agent,  depends  entirely  on  the 
inferences  to  be  adduced  by  the  practitioner  employing  it. 
There  are,  as  you  say,  an  almost  bewildering  variety  of 
tuberculins  on  the  market,  but  each  has  its  use,  a  use 
which  can  only  be  decided  by  the  medical  man  employing 
it.  At  our  bacteriological  laboratories  the  subject  has 
been  exhaustively  studied,  and  a  resume  of  the  contelusions 
arrived  at  is  set  forth  in  the  articles  which  are  appearing 
in  "Evans'  Journal";  these  conclusions  have  been  very 
briefly  epitomised  in  a  pamphlet  "Diluted  Tuberculins," 
which  gives  concisely  a  description  of  the  various  tuber- 
culins in  general  use,  and  some  indication  of  the  circum- 
stances under  which  they  are  most  suitably  employed.  Such 
conclusions  have  been  arrived  at  not  only  from  theoretical 
work,  but  from  the  practical  results  observed  at  the 
Tuberculin  Dispensary  at  Runcorn,  carried  on  by  our 
bacteriologist,  Dr.  Annett.  There  is  little  doubt  that 
tuberculin,  when  employed  by  those  who  understand  it,  is 
a  most  valuable  adjunct  both  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  tuberculosis;  but  "  a  little  knowledge  is  a  danger- 
ous thing,"  and  we  would  venture  to  warn  the  pharmacist 
against  attempting  to  suggest  to  the  practitioners  any 
course  of  treatment  unless  he  has  himself  fully  mastered  the 
intricacies  of  the  subject.  Further,  it  is  most  undesirable 
that  anyone  should  attempt  the  dilutions  of  the  strong 
tuberculins,  unless  he  has  at  his  disposal  the  facilities  for 
absolute  bacteriological  sterility  and  accuracy.  That  the 
use  of  tuberculin  even  in  private  practice  is  certain  to 
increase  as  the  profession  becomes  more  conversant  with 
it  is  obvious,  and  the  pharmacist  should  endeavour  gradu- 
ally to  accommodate  himself  to  the  demand.    In  the  mean- 


time, we  would  advise  him  to  merely  hold  himself  in 
readiness  to  supply  the  medical  man  with  the  variety 
and  dilutions  inquired  for.  Finally,  we  would  say  that 
the  attention  which  is  now  being  given  to  this  subject  and 
to  vaccine  therapy  generally  points  emphatically  to  the 
necessity  of  some  bacteriological  training  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical curriculum  if  the  chemist  is  to  keep  himself  abreast 
of  the  modern  requirements  of  medicine. — Yours  truly,

A  National  Pharmaceutical  Federation. 

SIR> — I  would  like  .to  supplement  my  remarks  of  last 
week  on  the  above  subject  by  giving  more  attention  to  the 
details  of  the  scheme.  I  dealt  then  with  generalities  and 
broad  principles.  In  actual  working,  facts  must  be  taken 
into  account  which  necessitate  certain  modifications  of 
these  principles,  but  do  not  vitally  affect  their  general 
application. 

To  consider  England  only,  while  there  are  forty-one,  or 
at  most  forty-two,  counties,  fifty  County  Insurance  Com- 
mittees are  actually  established.  This  is  explained  in 
the  following  way  :  In  addition  to  the  counties  already 
enumerated,  there  are  committees  for  the  Isles  of  Scilly, 
the  Isle  of  Ely,  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  for  the  Soke  of 
Peterborough.  Then  Suffolk  and  Sussex  are  each  divided 
into  eastern  and  western  portions,  and  have  two  com- 
mittees each,  while  Lincoln  and  Yorkshire  are  divided 
into  three  districts,  and  so  have  three  committees  each. 
This  makes  a  total  of  fifty  county  committees  for  Eng- 
land. But  in  addition  to  the  committees  for  the  counties 
(and  where  I  spoke  of  "  County  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees "  I  ought  to  have  said  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees for  the  Counties  ")  there  are  the  committees  for 
the  county  boroughs,  to  which  I  did  not  refer.  These 
number  seventy-one  for  England,  and  are  distributed 
throughout  the  country,  but  the  majority  are  situated  in 
Lancashire  and  Yorkshire.  All  these  committees,  whether 
county  or  county  borough,  would  necessarily  be  included 
in  the  branches  into  which  I  divided  the  country.  These 
divisions  are  quite  arbitrary  :  they  can  be  altered  to  suit 
local  conditions ;  indeed,  I  am  doubtful  whether  Lanca- 
shire, Yorkshire,  and  London  should  not,  in  themselves, 
constitute  separate  branches  because  of  the  large  number 
of  chemists  which  they  represent,  or,  again,  whether  Mon- 
mouth should  not  be  included  in  the  South  Wales  branch 
rather  than  in  the  West  Central  branch.  But  whatever 
the  arrangement,  each  branch  would  be  proportionally 
represented  upon  the  National  Executive,  either  according 
to  the  number  of  its  Pharmaceutical  Committees  or  to  the 
munber  of  individual  chemists  which  those  committees- 
represent.  The  total  number  of  Insurance  Committees  in 
England  is  121.  We  may,  therefore,  conclude  that  the 
number  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  will  be  the  same. 
These  are  distributed  approximately  as  follows  : 
Northern,  34  (6)  ;  West  Central,  21  (4) ;  East  Central, 
18  (3)  :  Eastern,  11  (2)  ;  Western,  10  (2)  ;  Southern,  12  (2) ; 
South-Eastern,  15  (3). 

Now,  if  we  decide  that  every  six  committees  shall  have 
one  representative  upon  the  National  Executive,  each 
branch  will  be  entitled  to  elect  the  number  bracketed 
above.  This  would  produce  for  England  an  Executive  of 
twenty-two  members.  To  make  the  idea  clearer,  let  me 
take  the  Northern  branch  as  an  example.  There  are 
thirty-four  committees ;  each  selects  one  candidate  for 
election,  each  sends  two  or  more  delegates  to  a  general 
meeting  held  within  the  Northern  area,  thirty-four  candi- 
dates are  nominated,  and  six  are  elected  by  ballot.  These 
six  are,  therefore,  the  representatives  of  the  Northern 
branch  upon  the  National  Executive  Council.  In  this 
way  all  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees  could  be  repre- 
sented. All  these  points,  however,  are  details  which  could 
easily  be  settled  when  once  the  scheme  was  adooied. 
Such  a  Federation  as  I  have  outlined  is  possible  only  by 
the  co-operation  of  every  Pharmaceutical  Committee  in 
Great  Britain.  It  is  to  the  interest  of  each  that  all  should 
work  together ;  only  by  the  union  of  all  can  each  gain 
the  greatest  possible  benefits.  I  trust  that  the  Secretary 
of    each    Pharmaceutical    Committee    will    realise  the 
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importance  of  this,  and  will  do  his  utmost  to  bring  about 
the  establishment  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Federation.  Arthur  E.  Bailey. 

Sir, — I  have  read  with  considerable  interest  the  article 
by  Mr.   A.  E.  Bailey  on  "A  National  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,"  and  quite  agree  that  the  Insurance  Act  has 
made  the  better  "  linking-up  "  of  all  the  chemists  in  the 
country  not  only  desirable,  but  absolutely  essential  for  the 
safeguarding  of  their  interests.    But  the  question  whether 
this  would  be  better  done  through  a  new  and  separate 
organisation  rather  than  an  elaboration  of  existing  associa- 
tions by  the  present  Pharmaceutical  Council,  with  the 
"  Society  "  as  its  centre  and  pivot,  is,  I  think,  worthy 
of  careful  thought  and  consideration.    Candidly,  I  admit 
that  in  the  past  I  have  considered  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  as  more  representative  of  the  "  scientific  "  than 
the  "business"  side  of  our  calling;  but  surely  this  has 
been  the  fault  of  the  individual  chemist  in  not  taking 
a  more  active  interest  in  matters  pertaining  to  the  trade 
generally.    The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  the  recognised 
head  of  the  trade.    It  has  a  standing  and  influence  which 
surely  is  a  valuable  asset,  and  I  think  it  is  the  body  which 
should  deal  with  all  the  objects  Mr.  Bailey  sets  forth  for 
the  proposed  National  Federation.    The  Society  is  already 
moving  in  this  direction.    The  appointment  of  Mr.  Wool- 
cock  as  Organising  Secretary  showed  the  desire  to  make  the 
Council  more  representative.   Then  followed  the  formation 
of  local  and  county  associations  all  over  the  country  as  the 
result  of  Mr.  Woolcock's  energy  and  personality.  More 
recently   some    of    these  Associations  were   grouped  in 
districts  for  special  meetings,  and  then  came  the  special 
Conference  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  in  May,  to  which 
delegates  were  invited  from  every  Association  through- 
out the  country.    I  admit  the  May  Conference  proved  a 
fiasco  (because  it  was  badly  organised  and  engineered,  a 
fault  which  can,  and  which  doubtless  will,  be  overcome  at 
the  next  attempt),  but  surely  its  being  convened  shows 
the  desire  of  the  Council  to  get  into  touch  with  every 
section  of  the  trade,  and  this,  I  think,  should  be  appre- 
ciated, and  this  desire  developed  and  cultivated.    It  is, 
in  my  opinion,  the  duty  of  every  chemist  and  of  every 
Association  to  uphold  the  Society,  because  I  believe  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  acting  for  the  trade,  may  be 
a  greater  power  for  good  than  any  other  Association  can 
ever  hope  to  be.    I  do  not  say  it  is  perfect  by  any 
means,  but  let  us  try  to  make  it  more  so.    The  Society's 
new  Secretary,  Mr  Woolcock,  is  already  collecting  details 
(such  as  particulars  of  each  local  tariff  agreement  and  copy 
of  each  local  Insurance  Pharmacopoeia),  evidently  with  a 
view  to  deal  with  some  of  the  points  Mr. .  Bailey  raises  ; 
and  I  have  sufficient  faith  in  Mr.  Woolcock's  energy  and 
powers  of  organisation  to  elaborate  still  further  the  scheme 
of  county  and  district  Associations.      Let  the  existing 
Associations  indicate  to  the  Society  that  they  wish  this  to 
be  developed,  and  it  can  be  clone.    I  see  no  reason  why 
the  country  should  not  be  divided  up  into  some  such 
districts  as  Mr.  Bailey  suggests,  and  it  certainly  would 
make  the  Council  more  representative  and  more  in  direct 
touch  with  the  Associations  if  the  final  selection  of  the 
Associations  m  each  district  became  the  actual  members 
of  the  Council.    This,  I  think,  would  be  much  better  than 
projecting  a  separate  organisation.

Sir,— The  article  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Bailey  is  one  which 
should  receive  the  most  careful  consideration  from  every 
pharmacist.  I  agree  with  him  that  the  time  is  ripe  for 
a  National  Pharmaceutical  Federation;  eighteen  months 
ago  such  was  almost  out  of  the  range  of  pharmaceutical 
politics,  but  now  that  there  are  so  many  associations 
throughout  the  country,  there  should  not  be  much  diffi- 
culty m  the  way.  The  three  points  which  he  enumerates 
are  all  important.  The  first  two  can  for  the  present  be 
condensed  into  what  should  be  the  Federation's  slogan— 
"One  Pharmacopoeia,  One  Tariff,  and  No  Repeats." 
lhe  third  point,  the  securing  of  direct  representation  of 
pharmacy  in  the  House  of  Commons,  seems  to  me  at  the 
moment  the  greatest  trouble  we  have  to  face.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  see  how  we  as  a  body  of  associations  could  run  a 


candidate  on  pharmacy  lines  alone.  The  first  rock  is  the 
cost,  and  the  second  is  the  fact  that  the  electors  are  not 
sufficiently  interested  in  the  cause  of  pharmacy  to  cast 
their  vote  in  favour  of  a  pharmacy  candidate.  Candi- 
dates run  by  the  Labour  and  other  parties  all  have  a  plank 
to  stand  upon  which  more  or  less  appeals  to  the  electors., 
For  the  moment  let  us  assume  that  the  National  Federa- 
tion is  in  being  :  would  it  not  be  a  better  plan  to  form 
a  Parliamentary  Committee  composed  of  officials  of  the 
various  associations  resident  in  London  and  Greater 
London,  their  duty  being  to  interview  or  other- 
wise get  into  touch  with  as  many  of  the  individual 
members  as  possible  ?  If  the  county  secretaries  were  to 
deal  with  the  various  candidates  or  members  in  their  re- 
spective counties,  the  Parliamentary  Committee  in  Lon- 
don would  then  be  able  to  keep  the  memories  of  these 
various  members  of  Parliament  in  touch  with  matters 
pharmaceutical.  The  last  five  lines  in  Mr.  Bailey's  article 
are  the  most  important.  He  says  that  decisive  action 
should  be  taken  by  each  county  secretary  immediately  on 
the  constitution  of  the  Statutory  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittees. It  seems  to  me  that  the  first  move  is  to  hold 
a  conference  of  these  county  secretaries,  together  with 
some  of  the  active  association  workers,  to  get  the  scheme 
into  ship-shape  order.

Sir, — I  have  read  with  considerable  interest  Mr. 
Bailey's  communication  on  a  National  Pharmaceutical 
Federation,  which  appeared  in  your  last  week's  issue.  In 
the  main  I  agree  with  his  proposals  and  I  consider  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  uniformity  of  action  should  as  far 
as  possible  be  maintained  in  connection  with  Insurance 
dispensing.  Before  any  real  constructive  criticism  can  be 
advanced  time  and  consideration  are  necessary.  I  may 
say  that  I  have  held  similar  views  to  those  given  by  Mr. 
Bailey  for  some  time,  but  did  not  think  the  time  was 
ripe  for  such  proposals ;  now  that  a  brother  pharmacist 
lias  introduced  the  subject  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  at  least 
worthy  of  discussion.  I  submit  that  each  Local  Associa- 
tion throughout  the  country,  England,  Scotland,  and 
Wales,  should  at  an  early  date  have  the  matter  under  dis- 
cussion, and  if  the  scheme  is  favoured  by  the  majority, 
I  have  no  doubt  pharmacy  would  be  better  off  by  virtue 
of  such  a  Federation.  I  do  not  know  if  Mr.  Bailey  has 
grouped  the  counties  together  according  to  their  popula- 
tion, but  I  would  be  inclined  to  favour  the  idea  that  the 
size  of  the  sections  should  be  governed  by  the  number  of 
pharmacists  in  each  county.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
Local  Insurance  Committees  throughout  the  country  are 
in  close  touch  with  one  another  it  is — notwithstanding  the 
proposed  scheme — important  that  the  secretaries  of  each 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee  should,  at  any  rate,  be 
in  close  communication  with  one  another,  in  order  to 
secure  uniformity  as  far  as  possible.  I  await  the  views 
of  local  associations  with  much  interest.

I  have  had 
some  duplicates  so  faintly  written  as  to  be  hardly 
legible,  others  simply  a  black  smudge  ;  in  both  cases  they 
had  to  be  rewritten.  Is  not  that  worth  a  copying-fee? 
Some  patients  separate  the  forms,  and  want  to  keep  the 
dpulicate  :  and  in  one  case  it  was  lost.  As  for  "Rep. 
mi6t.,"  I  think  it  is  quite  worth  the  penny  to  have 
to  hunt  up  the  original,  and  copy  it  on  to  the  form. 
Each  time  it  is  equivalent  to  a  new  prescription,  and  if 
it  has  to  be  pinned  to  the  original,  tends  to  throw  the 
others  out  of  rotation  where  one  numbers  and  prices  up 
each  day.

Sir, — I  notice  in  your  last  issue  that  London  pharma- 
cists are  still  troubled  with  the  "Rep.  mist."  nuisance. 
In  Birmingham  this  subject  has  been  tackled  by  a  small 
committee  of  chemists,  and  the  practice  of  writing  "  Rep. 
mist.,"  etc.,  is  now  almost  a  thing  of  the  past.  In  dealing 
with  the  subject  we  kept  in  view  the  welfare  of  the 
insured  persons,  and  circularised  the  doctors,  the  local 
Insurance  Committee,  and  the  Insurance  Commissioners. 
We  pointed  out  the  danger  of  a  person  getting  medicine 
prescribed  for  someone  else  or  medicine  for  a  complaint 
other  than  that  for  which  he  at  the  time  needed  treat- 
ment. To  the  chemists  we  wrote  and  enlarged  on  the 
dangers  to  which  they  were  exposed  should  any  untoward 
result  follow  a  person  getting  medicine  prescribed  for 
soneone  else;  we  also  suggested  that  Government  auditors 
might  refuse  to  allow  payments  on  such  prescriptions.  I 
understand  the  Birmingham  Insurance  Committee  now 
have  under  consideration  the  question  of  refusing  pay- 
ment for  any  prescription  of  the  nature  under  discussion.

Sir— The  letter  of  "A.  B.  T."  in  last  week's  C.  &  D. 
is  to  the  point  in  every  way.  You  cannot  add  to  or 
take  from  a  written  contract ;  that  will  hold  good  in  any 
law  court.  I  know ;  I  have  won  a  case  of  the  kind  in 
the  Appeal  Court  myself.  Our  contract  is  to  dispense 
the  doctors'  prescriptions,  not  to  act  as  clerks  to  the 
same,  or  to  assort  and  arrange  the  prescriptions  to  assist 
the  Insurance  Committee's  clerks  to  have  easy  work  for 
their  pay.  Mr.  Tocher's  letter  suggests  that  chemists 
should  pin  the  "  Rep.  mist."  to  the  original  prescrip- 
tion ;  that  is  a  compromise.  I  have  had  twenty  repeats 
to  one  prescription.  There  is  no  pin  made  yet  to  accom- 
plish Mr.  Tocher's  way  out  of  the  difficulty.  Let  him 
invent  a  pin,  and  call  it  the  "  Tocher  pin,"  but  let  him 
prick  his  own  finger  and  he  may  have  lock-jaw.  If  Mr. 
Tocher  is  sq  anxious  to  minimise  Insurance  clerks'  work, 
let  him  tell  the  clerks  to  fight  their  own  battle  with  the 
Committee.  The  remedy  is  in  their  hands;  that  is,  for  the 
Committee  to  inform  doctors  that  all  prescriptions  must 
either  be  written  in  full  or  in  accordance  with  the  "  Pre- 
scriber's  Pharmacopoeia,"  so  they  will  then  not  act  in 
contravention  of  the  Insurance  Act  by  depriving  In- 
surance patients  of  the  right  of  choice  of  chemist.

Prescription-sharing. 

Sir, — The  subject-matter  of  "Aspirin's"  letter  opens 
out  a  wider  question.  Why  is  it  that  the  bulk  of  the 
Insurance  scripts  go  to  so  few  chemists  ?  Supposing  this 
to  be  so,  the  reason  must  be  that  some  pharmacists  are 
known  and  seen  to  be  very  inadequately  equipped  for  the 
work.  A  short  time  ago  I  happened  to  be  in  the  front 
shop  and  back-room  of  a  chemist  who  has  a  very  good 
pitch ;  the  place  has  been  a  chemist's  shop  for  over  a 
generation,  the  present  proprietor  is  a  young  man,  and 
I  think  in  a  full  and  round  experience  of  forty  years  I 
never  saw  a  dirtier  place.  I  have  just  looked  up  the 
panel,  and  naturally  our  benighted  brother  is  on  it  for 
the  purpose  of  dispensing  I'nsurancc  prescriptions  !  It 
would  be  a  cruel  shame  "  to  allot  any  share  of  the  work  " 
(I  think  perhaps  "  Aspirin  "  is  thinking  of  some  such 
course)  until  this  place  and  others  are  found  to  be  more 
suitable.  For  a  year  or  two  I  lived  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  this  place,  and  I  remember  it  as  a  clean  and  well-stocked 
little  shop,  with  apparently  a  fair  trade  attached  ;  in  the 
evenings  nearly  always  full  of  people. 


_  1  am  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  many  of  our  brethren 
m  the  trade  do  not  really  mean  business.    In  the  first 
place,  a  shop  must  be  of  fair  size,  taken  under  the  firm 
conviction  that  one  is  going  to  do  some  trade ;  such  a 
shop  would  be  rather  deep  than  broad.      Secondly  I 
would  have  a  long  counter,  with   the  usual  dispensing 
screen  or  low  casing  at  right  angles;  this  screen  to  be  a 
movable  article,  so  that  sooner  or  later,  and  very  likely 
sooner,  the  front  shop  might  be  enlarged  by  moving  the 
screen  back,  and  taking  in  more  counter-room.  Some 
readers  will  say,  "All  very  well,  but  what  about  stock?  " 
Well,  for  my  own  part  I  am  sure  that  any  good  man,  smart 
and  respectable,  and  known  as  such,  has  no  trouble  in  this 
way._  No  one  is  going  to  take  a  big  share  of  trade  unless 
he  gives  the  impression  generally  and  to  the  public  that 
he  really  means  business.    The  question  is  the  more  im- 
portant because  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  the  trade 
will  benefit  eventually  by  Insurance  dispensing,  and,  what 
is  more  to  the  -point,  the  stores  and  big  emporia  are  not 
getting  the  cream  by  any  means.    There  is  a  better  chance 
for  the  small  man,  the  individual  pharmacist,  now  than 
ever  before.    My  own  impression  is  that  a  big  concern 
may  grow  until  it  becomes  impotent.    I  have  heard  it 
said  many  times  that  companies  may  spend  their  thousands 
on  shop  fronts  and  advertisements,  and  fail  to  imnress  the 
doctors  by  a  single  prescription.    Doctors  may  in  many 
cases  show_  themselves  in  a  selfish  light,  but  as  a  body  they 
have  nothing  to  say  to  what  they  consider  "  covering," 
and  although  companies  have  come  to  stay,  the  doctors 
know  all  the  ins  and  outs  of  it.    The  result  is  that  the 
private  chemist  is  always  up  to  date,  he  alone  has  the 
medical  ear,  and  is  in  all  such  matters  far  ahead  of  the 
store.    No  number  of  qualified  men  under  store  conditions 
compensate  in  any  way  for  this,  because  they  see  no 
travellers,  consequently  new  goods  are  not  shown  to  them. 
Nor  does  the  medical  fraternity  recognise  them  in  any 
way  but  as  hirelings.  Yours,  etc.,

Thirty  hours  a  week,  a  little  Sunday  duty,  which  probably 
means  attendance  twice  a  day  for  an  hour  or  two,  in 
return  for  board  and  lodging.  1's  it  any  wonder  that' the 
profession  is  crowded  with  eager  aspirants,  after  such  a 
princely  return?  The  "cream"  of  the  communication  is 
contained  in  the  final  paragraph  :  "  I  want  a  gentleman 
who  can  afford  to  stay  here  at  least  six  months."

Sanatorium  Dispensing.— TTt.  R.  W.  (198/38)  writes: 
"  When  the  Insurance  Act  came  into  force  a  depot  was 
opened  at  Romford  for  the  treatment  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis.  For  some  time  we  received  and  dispensed 
prescriptions  for  these  patients ;  but  now  they  are  being 
supplied  with  medicines,  malt  and  oil,  etc.,  at  this  depot. 
I  should  be  much  obliged  if  you  would  publish  in  the 
C.  &  D.  your  opinion  as  to  whether  they  are  entitled  to 
take  this  supplying  away  from  the  chemists."  [The  adminis- 
tration of  Sanatorium  Benefit  is  under  Section  16  of  the 
Act,  and  does  not  call  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  be  by 
registered  chemists  as  in  the  case  of  Medical  Benefit,  Sec- 
tion 15.  It  is  optional  for  local  authorities  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  chemists  as  to  medicines  under  Section  16 ;  some 
do,  and  others  do  not.] 

Bottles  Brought. — Surrey  (195/7)  states  that  an  Insurance 
prescription  was  handed  in  along  with  a  bottle  having  the 
name  of  another  firm  embossed  on  the  back.  He  refused 
to  take  it,  and  the  patient  paid  a  penny  for  a  new  bottle, 
but  complained  to  his  panel  doctor,  who  said  the  chemist 
was  bound  to  put  the  medicine  in  any  container,  even  if  it 
be  a  jug.  "Surrey"  points  out  that  the  official  tariff  gives 
the  price  to  be  charged  for  various  size  bottles,  but  makes 
no  mention  that  the  patient  may  bring  a  container.  [The 
refusal  of  the  insured  person's  bottle  was  not  justified,  in 
our  opinion,  unless  it  was  obviously  unsuited  for  holding 
the  medicine.  In  the  case  of  liniments,  embrocations, 
lotions,  and  liquid  disinfectants  containing  poisons  there 
should  be  no  trouble,  as  the  Insurance  Committee  pays  for 
the  bottle.  The  branding  of  the  bottle  should  not  affect  the 
matter,  as  the  label  can  be  placed  over  the  embossed  name ; 
this  may  not  be  elegant,  but  it  will  serve  to  show  .who  the 
actual  dispenser  is.  The  doctor's  dictum  of  supplying  in  a 
jug  was  factitious,  we  fancy.] 

Proprietary  Preparations. — Village  (195/27)  asks  if  we 
will  inform  him  if  the  local  Insurance  Committee  will  pay 
for  the  following  two  prescriptions:  "  Liq.  carbonis  deter- 
gentis  3ij."  and  "Lysol  3ij."  We  know  of  no  case  where 
the  former  preparation  has  not  been  paid  for,  but  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  banned  dis- 
infectants, including  lysol.  The  Lancashire  Committee, 
under  which  "Village"  comes,  has  issued  a  specific 
statement  to  the  effect  that  the  medical  man  on  the  panel 
may  order  "  proprietary  galenicals  for  the  making-up 
of  mixtures,  ointments,  lotions,  pills,  tablets,  etc.,  such  as 
he  has  been  in  the  habit  of  giving  his  patients"  previous 
to  the  National  Insurance  Act  (C.  cfc  D.,  July  19,  index 
folio  92).  The  two  preparations  are  undoubtedly  covered 
by  this  latter  provision.  We  may  add  that  there  is  a  great 
tendency  in  England  to  adopt  the  suggestion  of  the  Scottish 
Insurance  Commission  (C.  &  D.,  August  23,  index  folio  333), 
and  pay  for  proprietary  medicines  which  are  looked  upon 
as  possessing  recognised  advantages  over  pharmacopceial 
or  non-proprietary  preparations.  We  understand,  for  in- 
stance, that  the  London  Insurance  Committee  is  to  follow 
this  line. 


Legal  Queries. 

Before  writing  about  your  difficulty  consult  "The  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Diary,"  1913,  PP.  211-242  and  pp.  457-459,  where  most 
legal  difficulties  are  anticipated. 


H.  H.  M.  (190/44).— We  find  that  the  trade-mark 
(No.  42,855)  registered  by  Messrs.  Meister,  Lucius  &  Briining 
in  1885  was  "  Dr.  Knorr's  Antipyrine,"  so  that  our  reply 
of  last  week  is  subject  to  this  modification. 

L.  C.  S.  (192/9). — An  unqualified  assistant  to  a  regis- 
tered chemist  carrying  on  business  may  dispense  a  prescrip- 
tion containing  solution  of  morphine  under  his  personal 
supervision  without  labelling  the  mixture  "  Poison,"  pro- 
vided it  is  entered  in  the  prescription-book.  The  employer 
must  see  that  the  law  is  fulfilled. 

Puzzled  (197/61).— We  deal  in  the  C.  tf'  D.  Diary,  p.  227, 
with  what  are  Medicines  and  Appliances  under  the  Shops 
Act.  If  there  is  an  early-closing  order  in  your  district  you 
must  satisfy  yourself  when  selling  any  article  during  closing 
hours  that  it  is  required  in  a  case  of  illness — this,  and  not 
the  nature  of  the  article,  being  the  determining  factor  as 
to  the  legality  of  the  6ale. 
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Ajax  (225/1).— No  doubt  the  action  of  your  competitor 
may  strike  you  as  reprehensible,  and  probably  it  is.  but 
your  only  hope  of  stopping  it,  other  than  by  friendly  arrange- 
ment, is  by  a  passing-off  action,  which  would  be  a  costly- 
business  to  you  whether  you  win  or  lose.  When  you  have 
sufficient  evidence  that  purchasers  have  been  deceived  place 
all  the  facte  before  a  solicitor,  so  that  he  may  remonstrate 
.with  your  competitor. 

Optics  (195/20).— (1)  It  is  within  any  medical  practitioner's 
lights  to  practise  optics,  and  many  do,  but  few  undertake  to 
supply  spectacles.  If  they  do  so  they  must  avoid  anything 
that  savours  of  advertising,  as  by  window-displays.  (2)  The 
College  of  Preceptors'  special  examination  for  chemists 
would  suit  you  best.  The  Pharmaceutical  Council  now 
allows  the  subjects  to  be  taken  at  three  examinations,  and 
not  necessarily  of  one  examining  body.  We  shall  inquire 
about  the  other  matters  in  your  letter. 

Haddington  (S2/65)  wants  to  know  if  there  is  any  fixed 
rule  in  Scotland  about  the  time-limit  required  when  giving 
notice  to  leave  a  situation  in  a  retail  pharmacy  ?  In  the 
case  of  a  Scotch  assistant  employed  by  a  Scotch  chemist 
(outdoor),  does  the  payment  of  weekly  wages  signify  that 
a  week  is  all  that  is  required  from  either  side  ?  [Custom 
varies  in  Scotland,  a  week's  notice  being  the  rule  in  6ome 
districts  and  a  month  in  others.  There  are  no  Court  cases 
to  go  upon,  and  in  the  absence  of  any  specific  agreement 
weekly  payment  in  Scotland  is  regarded  as  meaning  a  week's 
notice  on  either  side.  We  would  be  glad  to  receive  par- 
ticulars of  local  custom  in  this  matter  from  subscribers  in 
Scotland.] 

J.  T.  J.  (195/4).— The  decision  in  Kirkby  v.  Taylor  as 
to  indentured  apprenticeship  applies  to  "  any  surgeon, 
apothecary,  chemist,  or  druggist  who  hath  served  a  regular 
apprenticeship."  The  Revenue  authorities  interpret  this 
to  mean  (as  regards  chemists  and  druggists)  that  the  exemp 
tions  extend  to  (1)  registered  chemists  and  druggists,  (2) 
companies  legally  carrying  on  business  as  such,  and  (3)  drug 
store  keepers  who  have  served  an  indentured  apprentice 
ship  within  the  meaning  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Act,  1812. 
Although  in  Kirkby  v.  Taylor  a  chemist's  apprentice  was  in 
question,  the  decision  was  as  to  the  constitution  of  "  t 
regular  apprenticeship,"  so  that  it  applies  as  well  to  apothe 
caries'  and  surgeons'  apprenticeships,  which  also  must  be 
by  indentures.

E.  J.  C.  (194/31).— You  do  not  say  what  the  precipitate 
has  been  got  from,  but  it  contains  free  iodine. 

Griffin  (191/67).— Soluble  Essence  of  Sassafras.— Oil  of 
sassafras  contains  10  to  12  per  cent,  of  terpenes,  and  the 
rest  is  safrol  and  other  bodies,  to  which  it  owes  its  aromatic 
properties.  Therefore  you  cannot  make  a  soluble  essence 
in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the  term.  You  do  not  tell,  us  what 
you  want  it  for,  but  try  a  2-per-cent.  solution  in  proof 
spirit  A  pint  of  water  should  dissolve  a  drachm  of  this 
to  make  a  clear  solution.  We  cannot  undertake  to  give 
replies  by  post.

INSURANCE  PRESCRIPTIONS— HOW  TO  PRICE 
THEM.

POISONING  FATALITIES. 


Six  deaths  consequent  upon  the  effects  of  taking  poison' 
are  notified  this  week,  three  being  by  misadventure." 

Oxalic  Acid  was  the  poison  used  for  suicidal  purposes  by 
George  Lunn  (31),  collier,  Wigan,  and  William  Richardson- 
(41),  shipping  clerk,  Gravesend. 

Potassium,  Cyanide. — Ann  Harrison  (36),  the  wife  of 
William  Harrison,  described  as  a  druggist,  118  Ba^ssett 
Street,  Leicester,  died  from  the  effects  of  taking  this, 
chemical.  The  evidence  showed  that  deceased  was  in  *,he- 
habit  of  taking  potassium  citrate  and  hyoscyamus  tincture, 
which  drugs  were  kept  along  with  others,  including  potas- 
sium cyanide,  in  a  cabinet  m  a  bedroom.  Deceased's  hus- 
band deposed  that  he  used  the  cyanide  for  experimenting  on 
insects.  It  was  kept  on  a  separate  shelf  in  the  cabinet,, 
and  was  labelled  poison.  A  verdict  of  death  by  misadven- 
ture was  returned. 

Spirit  of  Salt,  taken  for  medicine,  caused  the  accidental' 
death  of  a  Doncaster  labourer  named  Henry  Boyd. 

Strychnine. — A  Glasgow  shop  girl  named  Amy  Murray 
was  found  dead  at  Geffnock  with  a  bottle  that  had  contained 
strychnine  by  her  side. 

Verona!  in  accidental  overdose  was  responsible  for  the 
death  of  Florence  St.  John  Lee  (40),  nurse-companion, 
Exeter. 


AT  THE  COUNTER. 


Mr.  E.  Ballard,  Burford,  Oxon,  contributes  the  follow- 
ing incidents  to  illustrate  the  difficulties  which  a  chemist 
in  a  country  town  has  to  deal  with  occasionally  : 

The  carrier  from  the  village  near  by  sometimes  trusts  to 
his  memory  instead  of  bringing  a  written  paper  of  what  is 
wanted.  Then  there  arises  a  conversation  such  as  the 
following : 

"  Box  o'  pills,  zur,  but  I  forgets  the  name  on  'em,  you 
tell  I  the  zarts  as  you  kips,  zur,  and  I  shall  sure  to  know.  It 
zounded  to  I  zummat  like  bollocking  pills,  zur."  Chemist: 
"Were  they  podophyllin  pills?" — "  Yas,  zur,  them  is  the 
zart,  zur.  Now  I  wants  some  lozenges."  Chemist:  "Yes, 
what  for?"- — "I  wants  them  to  take  to  his  Reverence  at 
the  Vicarage."  Chemist:  "Well,  my  good  man,  what  does 
the  vicar  want  them  for — for  a  cough,  sore  throat,  indiges- 
tion, blood-purifier,  or  what?" — "What  do  he  want  'em 
for?    Why,  what  he  wants  'em  for  is  to  zuck,  to  be  zure." 

The  caretaker  at  the  chapel  is  very  old  and  deaf,  and' 
always  gives  a  lot  of  trouble.  She  might  be  forgiven  for 
shouting  an  account  of  her  ailments  as  if  everybody  were 
stone  deaf.  Deaf  people  often  judge  others  by  themselves 
in  this  way.  It  seemed,  however,  to  be  carrying  this  prin- 
ciple too  far  when,  the  chemist  having  at  last  made  her 
understand  that  she  must  read  the  directions  on  the  labei 
of  the  bottle  very  carefully,  she  replied:  "Oh,  but,  I  can't 
read,  can  you  then?  " 

The  blacksmith  suffers  from  rheumatism,  and  was  sold  a 
bottle  of  embrocation  enclosed  in  a  blue-papered  carton.  In> 
a  few  days'  time  the  man  returned  with  the  bottle,  saying : 
"This  yent  nar  a  bit  a'good  on,  mister;  I  bin  a  rubbin* 
this  yer  blue  block  [the  carton]  in  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
at  a  time,  and  it  ain't  done  a  mossel  a  good." 

This  recalls  the  story  of  the  clergyman's  wife  who  gave  a 
poor  parishioner,  who  was  suffering  from  rheumatism,  some 
port  wine.  The  woman,  probably  thinking  of  the  pouring 
in  of  oil  and  wine  referred  to  in  the  parable  of  the  Good 
Samaritan,  thought  this  should  be  used  as  a  liniment,  and 
straightway  went  and  rubbed  it  in. 
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
